Armed Robbery 
In the Castro

A gay man who lives on 
Collingwood Street in the Castro 
district told police he was the vic¬ 
tim of an armed robbery by two 
men wearing ski masks on 
Wednesday, September 20. 

Jason Haynes, 33, a two-year 
San Francisco resident, was on his 
way to Castro Street around 10:30 
p.m. when the incident occurred. 

“I was going to go have a 
beer,” Haynes told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “When I was halfway 
past 20th Street on the way to 19th 
Street, two guys in ski masks 
came running up to me and yelled 
stop. They held me up at gunpoint 
and took my money.” 

One of the men was holding a 
large handgun and the other man 
was armed with a knife that had a 
three-inch blade, he said. 

‘They didn’t touch me and 
they weren’t nervous. They were 


both white, and there was no 
question that they were in their 
mid 20s and straight,” he said. 
“They wanted my wallet but I told 
them I didn’t carry it when I went 
out. I said that I just had $11 dol¬ 
lars on me and my identification. 

“One of them said, ‘Shit. Just 
give it to me, just give it to me,”’ 
and grabbed Haynes’s cash. 

After the robbers grabbed the 
money, they fled down 
Collingwood and turned the cor¬ 
ner on 19th to Diamond Street, he 
said. 

Haynes tried to flag down a 
passing Mercedes - but the driver 
ignored his pleas for help, so he * 
ran to a nearby house and rang 
repeatedly on the doorbell. 

Two women responded and 
Haynes urged them to call for 
help. 

“I said, ‘I know I’m scaring

Elephant Walk, R.I.P. 

Castro bar closes as rent jumps $6,500 per month

A popular Castro Street restaurant and bar that 
played a prominent role in the San Francisco gay 
rights struggle during the 1970s is the victim of a rent 
hike that will force it to close at the end of September. 

The Elephant Walk, located at the comer of 18th 
and Castro streets, has lost its lease after absentee 
owner Paul Langley raised the rent at the 2695 18th 


Street site 65 percent, from $13,500 to $21,000 a 
month. 

The building was erected in 1918 and was assessed 
at a value of $474,233 in 1994, according to the San 
Francisco Assessor’s office. Langley bought the prop¬ 
erty in the mid ’70s for $300,000. 

“We lost our lease and were told to vacate the 
premises by October 1,” Elephant Walk manager

Gay Teachers Sacked for Inviting CUAV Speakers

San Francisco school officials 
said Tuesday, September 26 they 
may appeal a state decision to sus¬ 
pend the licenses of two instruc¬ 
tors who allowed sixth graders to 
hear an explicit description of gay 
sex. 

The teachers, who remain 
unnamed, were informed of the 
decision by the state Commission 
on Teacher Credentialing 
Monday. 

‘This is a very unusual case,” 
said Judy Dellamonica, vice pres¬ 


ident of the teacher’s union. 
United Teachers of San Francisco. 
“To have a credential revoked 
when the teacher - or in this case, 
teachers - did not directly do any¬ 
thing is not at all a good prece¬ 
dent.” 

Supervisor and former 
President of the San Francisco 
Board of Education Tom 
Ammiano decried the disciplinary 
measures and said that he grieved 
for the two teachers. 

“My heart is breaking for 
them,” Ammiano said. “It looks 
like San Francisco is not immune 


from the right wing. I completely 
support them.” 

Officials with the right wing 
Christian fundamentalist 

Rutherford Institute, a conserva¬ 
tive legal aid group located in 
Virginia that helped a parent of 
one of the students file the origi¬ 
nal complaint, heralded the deci¬ 
sion. 

“This matter indeed represents 
the first bullets fired in what we 
can see as a growing campaign to 
eradicate such grotesque viola¬ 
tions of parents’ rights in public 
schools,” said Brad Dacus, a 


Rutherford attorney. 

The Rutherford Institute also 
represented the Reverend Eugene 
Lumpkin in his unsuccessful suit 
last year against Mayor Frank 
Jordan after Jordan fired him from 
the Human Rights Commission 
because Lumpkin indicated he 
supported Biblical passages call¬ 
ing for the execution of homosex¬ 
uals. 

The national radical right wing 
legal group was founded in 1993 
by John Whitehead with the help 
of Christian reconstructionists

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Powell Visits SF, Reiterates 
Opposition to Gays in Military 
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Will-he-or-won't-he author Colin Powell signs copies of his 
autobiography and chats with the generally admiring throng 
assembled at A Clean Well Lighted Place for Books Sept. 25.

Just one gay man held a picket 
sign as hundreds of curiosity seek¬ 
ers, autograph hounds, and devo¬ 
tees stood in line to meet former 
general and possible presidential 
candidate Colin Powell at A Clean 
Well Lighted Place For Books on 
Van Ness Avenue Monday, 
September 25. 

Powell arrived at the indepen¬ 
dent bookstore after a brief news 
conference with local media, 
where he reiterated his opposition 
to gays in the military, cited for¬ 
mer LA homicide detective Mark 
Fuhrman as an example that 
American is a “racist society,” 
denied claims that he was “a black 
leader,” and announced his sup¬ 
port for affirmative action. 

The lone sign-carrier, David 
Felix, told the Bay Area Reporter 
his efforts to raise the gay rights 
issue was met with “stony 
silence.” 

“I was basically disappointed 
that there wasn’t a bigger turn-out 
of demonstrators,” he said, “but it 
was a Monday. 

“The crowd was eerie. I had 
the feeling I was talking to the 
children of the damned. They 
would not respond. They would 
accept the leaflet, but wouldn’t 
say anything to me.” 

Wearing a t-shirt emblazoned 
with the caption “No Special 
Rights For Christians,” openly 
gay Joel Roberts stood in line with 
hundreds of others waiting for a 
chance to meet Powell. 

“I wanted to fire a few ques¬ 
tions and get the man to look at 
my shirt. Obviously I think he’s 
doing the wrong thing,” Roberts 
told the B.A.R. 

Roberts, who stood in line with 
companion Michael Battiste, said 
it was “a spur of the moment” 
decision for the pair to go to A 


Clean Well Lighted Place to pur¬ 
chase Powell’s My American 
Journey. 

“I just want to meet the man. I 
can say he seems sincere about 
everything he believes in. I will 
support him if he runs for 
President regardless of his opinion 
on gays in the military,” Roberts 
said. 

Powell’s presence at the event 
was also opposed by an ad hoc 
committee of activists including 
representatives from Central 
Community For Conscientious 
Objectors, a well-known pacifist 
organization. 

“I feel the general is getting a 
free ride in the media,” said Chris 
Lombardi, the group’s communi¬ 
cations director. 

Lombardi blasted Powell for 
his role in supporting and expand¬ 
ing Junior Reserve Officer 
Training programs on high 
schools and college campuses, 


and said that policies carried out 
under Powell’s command during 
the Persian Gulf war, including 
gulf war syndrome, had not been 
adequately reported or addressed 
by the media. 

Lombardi said that other veter¬ 
ans and gay groups, including Gay 
and Lesbian Alliance Against 
Defamation, were represented in 
an ad hoc coalition of activists 
protesting Powell’s policies. 

During his press conference, 
Powell told reporters that he 
opposed gays in the military 
because of the impact of such a pol¬ 
icy on troop morale - but said the 
matter was in the courts and the 
military would follow court mlings. 

Powell was also questioned at 
the conference by longtime peace 
activist and former Vietnam 
Veteran Ron Kovic, who asked 
him if he had learned that “war is 
immoral,” according to news 
accounts. T 


Beijing conference: 

Lesbians Reap Harvest 
Of Grass Roots Organizing

International Gay and Lesbian Human Rights 
Commission Director Julie Dorf returned home to the 
Bay Area “inspired” from the recently adjourned U.N. 
conference on women in Beijing, which she said pro¬ 
duced more tangible results for lesbians around the 
world than the media let on. 

“We came back from Beijing incredibly inspired,” 
she told the Bay Area Reporter. “That’s kind of a rare 
feeling in the movement these days. I would not read 
the ‘exclusion’ of sexual orientation [from the final 
platform] as a failure at all.” 

The final wording in the final platform reads: 
“Human rights in the context of their sexuality, 
includes the individual’s right to have control over 
and decide freely on matters related to her or his sex¬ 
uality free of coercion, discrimination, or violence.” 

“The United States spoke out consistently about 
including sexual orientation,” Dorf said. 

While delegates from the 189 participating mem¬ 
ber-states categorically excluded the words sexual ori¬ 
entation from the final document, Dorf said that les¬ 
bians still achieved more than they had anticipated 
before traveling to the U.N. conference. “We got more 
in that platform than anyone expected,” she said. The 
previous U.N. conference on women was held in 
Cairo, Egypt in 1985, and lesbians were significantly 
less a presence there, as compared with this year’s 
China conference. 

Sophisticated lesbians 

The worldwide lesbian rights movement was 
strengthened and the lesbian human rights issues were 
pushed to the forefront in Beijing, Dorf believes. 
“There’s no human rights organization that could pre¬ 
tend they didn’t hear the word lesbian,” she said. 
‘That never would have happened unless we had as 


sophisticated a lesbian [presence] as we did in China,” 
she said. 

Moreover, Dorf told the Bay Area Reporter , “It 
was incredible to actually see coalition politics work 
[at the conference].” Groups covering a broad range 
of causes - including straight healthcare activists, dis¬ 
ability activists, and Tibetans - supported some sort of 
sexual orientation inclusion. 

And while the religious right was there, mounting 
a predictable propaganda campaign of inaccuracies 
and innuendoes, they did not play much of a part in 
keeping sexual orientation off the final platform. 
“They were loud but there were few,” she said, plac¬ 
ing themselves strategically at press conferences or 
large conferences to ask explosive questions about 
reproductive rights or homosexuality. 

Dorf also credited the numerous workshops held 
throughout the conference that worked to dispel 
myths about lesbians. While one, “Lesbians for the 
Curious,” might draw a chuckle from a Westerner, 
Dorf pointed out there are truly more people than not 
who understand very little about lesbians. 

There were at least 30 different workshops focus¬ 
ing on lesbian issues alone, according to Dorf - even 
one on flirting, organized by Canadian lesbians. That 
event, which subsequently caught the attention of 
Senator Jesse Helms, was “one of many extremely 
well-attended, and extremely successful workshops,” 
she said. ▼

Napa Valley Restaurant Sued 
Over Gay Dishwasher’s Firing

A young gay man who wanted 
a job so badly that he commuted 
to Napa County from Vallejo to 
work as a dishwasher in a restau¬ 
rant says he was fired because his 
former bosses though he was gay 
and might have AIDS, according 
to a lawsuit filed in San Francisco 
Superior Court on Thursday, 
September 21. 

The complaint alleges that Peter 
and Alba Freskan, the owners of 
Palby’s Restaurant, fired 19-year- 
old Michael Ramirez last February, 
for spitting in the garbage disposal 
sink in the restaurant’s kitchen. 
Ramirez had been working at the 
eatery since October. 

“This pretextual ground for 
termination was false and known 
to be false by Defendant Palby’s,” 
said attorney Paul Wotman, whose 
firm represents Ramirez. 

“A few months after he started 
working at Palby’s the owner and 
his wife started asking the woman 
who had recommended him as a 
dishwasher if my client was gay. 
They kept asking about his sexual 
orientation,” Wotman said. “His 
sexual orientation and his per¬ 
ceived HIV status was the actual 
ground for his discharge. 

“They claim they knew Mr. 
Ramirez was gay when they hired 
him, but they kept asking what his 


sexual orientation was,” Wotman 
said. “They were afraid that he 
had AIDS and they didn’t like the 
way he walked.” 

In one incident related in the 
lawsuit, co-owner Pete Freskan 
said he wished Ramirez would not 
“twitch his butt.” 

In another incident, one of the 
owners allegedly told another 
employee that Ramirez “should 
not spit in the dishwashing sink 
because he could have AIDS.” 

“The actions smack of preju¬ 
dice and stereotypes,” Wotman 


told the Bay Area Reporter. “My 
client is a young man just starting 
out in the world. This has been 
very disturbing to him.” 

Firing an employee because of 
their perceived sexual orientation 
is against California labor laws, 
and firing someone because of 
their perceived HIV status is also 
illegal in California. 

The lawsuit seeks all actual 
and consequential losses, includ¬ 
ing lost income and benefits, puni¬ 
tive damages and court and attor¬ 
ney’s fees. ▼ 


Stop AIDS Project Gets New Prez

In this era of increasing budget cuts and consolida¬ 
tion among non-profit organizations, San Francisco’s 
Stop AIDS Project has selected a new president with 
a solid grounding in business expertise and impres¬ 
sive academic credentials. 

Jonathan S. Huggett, who was a Stop AIDS Project 
volunteer for three years, is the newly elected presi¬ 
dent of the group’s board of directors, replacing Alan 
Hayes. Other recently elected board members include 
James Kirkwood, vice president; Steve Abbot, trea¬ 
surer; and Joshua Schechtel, secretary. At-large offi¬ 
cers include Whayne A. Herriford, Brien O’Brien, 
Chuck Johnson, and Jeffrey Nebenzahl. 

The former president of the private firm Pilkington 
Barnes Hind International, Huggett received his MBA 
from Stanford University and his MA in economics 
from Oxford University. “His marketing and financial 
background will help Stop AIDS to maintain fiscal 
strength in a time of uncertain government assistance 
to build local and national support for HIV preven¬ 
tion,” said David Boyer of Stop AIDS Project. 

“I want to help the project make the biggest dent in 
the epidemic,” Huggett said as he outlined his goals. 


“Ultimately, we are trying to stop AIDS and keep the 
infection rates as low as possible.” HIV education and 
transmission prevention is the mission of the Stop 
AIDS Project, which was established in 1984. 

“Over the last decade, we 
have had great success with 
the one-time Stop AIDS 
prevention meetings,” 
Huggett continued. “People 
leave empowered, informed 
and more likely to practice 
safe sex. Still, major pock¬ 
ets of folks are uninformed 
and we need to get the mes¬ 
sage out to them. At the 
same time, we need to 
encourage people to talk 
more about how they are 
SAP President coping with the epidemic.” 

Jonathan Huggett The group’s executive 
director, Fredric Sonenberg, 
added, “Jon will continue in 
the Stop AIDS tradition of strong leadership and inno¬ 
vation in helping to educate gay and bisexual men

All Saints Dedicates 
AIDS Memorial Friday

As the Haight-Ashbury dis¬ 
trict’s All Saints Church nears its 
90th anniversary, church officials 
will commemorate a sadder part 
of their history. An AIDS memor¬ 
ial, comprised of a redwood and 
metal sculpture in a fountain, will 
be dedicated in memoriam to the 
church members lost to AIDS this 
Friday, September 28 at 7 p.m., 
church spokesman John Chase 
told the B.A.R. “The memorial is a 
spiritual representation of St. 
Michael the Archangel, who is the 
patron saint of those who suffer 
from HIV disease,” he explained. 

“This church is really pulling all 
the stops because this church has 
lost so many people to AIDS,” he 
said. The requiem mass, part of 
every funeral, has replaced wed¬ 
ding ceremonies as the second- 
most conducted service held at the 
Anglo-Catholic Episcopal Church; 
only daily and weekly communions 
are more common now, he said. 

Parents and other loved ones of 
deceased AIDS patients will also 
attend the ceremony; all are wel¬ 
come. 

San Francisco sculptor Louise 
Lieber, who was commissioned 
for the work, described the sculp¬ 
ture: “Placed in the rear of the 
Church’s garden, it is built of red¬ 
wood and metal on a concrete 
base. The concrete base forms a V 
shape fronted with a semicircular 
wall. This forms the lighted 
reflecting pool. Within the pool 
are steps which ascend to the top 
of the base, down which water 
cascades. The covered shrine is 
built of six redwood columns 
which enclose a sheet of metal 
with the image of the angel placed 
on the metal.” 

A flame will be lit at the base 
to illuminate the image of the 
archangel Michael, Chase said. 


The church has also installed a 
large new window in their newly 
refurbished parish hall that looks 
directly onto the garden and the 
memorial. 

Chase estimated that about 40 
percent of All Saints parishioners 
are gay, including the Church 
Rector, Father Kenneth L. 
Schmidt, who commented, “In 


this Anniversary Project, we 
memorialize the invaluable legacy 
of the many members and friends 
of All Saints who have died of 
AIDS.” ▼ 

The public is invited to the 
memorial dedication. All 
Saints Church is located at 
1350 Waller St.

According to Cassin, the center attempts to deliver 
a message of emotional and spiritual support for peo¬ 
ple with HIV/AIDS, offering bodywork such as 
Swedish, Shiatsu, and Reiki; individual and groups 
counseling and classes; social events; and retreats. 

“There are challenges in our lives that can be used 
for personal transformation,” he said, “and in that 
growth, we discover that we can become more than 
we had thought we could become.” T

Supervisor Carole Migden’s 
Cryptosporidium Task Force held 
its first meeting at the interim City 
Hall offices in the War Memorial 
Building, located at 401 Van Ness 
Avenue Friday, September 22. 

The task force includes repre¬ 
sentatives from PWA, the SF 
Public Health and Water 
Departments, nursing, consumer, 
and other sectors to discuss and 
develop proposals for responding 
to the presence of the microbe in 
San Francisco’s water supply. 

The parasite is housed in a pro¬ 
tective shell called an occyst, but 
once inside the human or animal 
body the microbe leaves the pro¬ 
tective shell and infects its host - 
and can be deadly to people with 
immune deficiencies such as 
AIDS or people with compro¬ 
mised immune systems from other 
diseases such as cancer. 

In immune-compromised 
patients, the disease can cause ter¬ 
minal diarrhea. 

Infection with the parasite in 
people with HIV disease is con¬ 
sidered an AIDS-defining illness, 
and many HIV-positive gay and 
bisexual men first discover that 
they have AIDS when they con¬ 
tract the illness.

AIDS experts believe the dis¬ 
ease is primarily, but not exclu¬ 
sively, spread through sexual 
practices such as oral-anal sex and 
through contact with the feces of 
other infected humans, sometimes 
through condom removal, or ani¬ 
mals. 

“Cryptosporidium is a very 
serious problem. The question is 
how the transmission can be pre¬ 
vented,” said Dr. Mitch Katz of 
the SF Health Department AIDS 
Office. 

Katz said that pubic education 
about the routes of transmission is 
essential and said he is looking 
forward to the task force’s recom¬ 
mendations. 

The task force will study and 
discuss possible ways of respond¬ 
ing to the problem - which “is in 
every damn water supply in 
America as near as we can tell,” 
according to Steve Leonard of the 
San Francisco Public Utilities 
Commission. 

“We have a responsibility to 
tell our community that if you 
drink the water, you can die,” he

said. 

A duty to warn? 

The task force is considering 
whether to urge people with com¬ 
promised immune systems and 


fewer than 200 T-cells to drink 
only boiled or certified crypto-free 
water, whether to provide AIDS 
residences and hospices with such 
water, and other suggestions. 

Collateral issues under consid¬ 
eration included concerns with 
water quality and treatment in 
general. 

“I don’t think we should be 
telling people what to do,” said 
Renee Etienne, NP. “There’s still 
some controversy about the best 
approach in educating the public.” 

Etienne expressed concern that 
the disease may be a reactivation 
of a dormant infection in people 
who are immune compromised, 
and that telling them to boil water 
if their t-cells counts are 200 or 
lower may not have bearing at that 
point. 

But Bill Hirschom, a consumer 
representative with HIV who also 
sits on the Ryan White HIV 
CARE Council, told the Bay Area 
Reporter that he believed there 
“was a duty to warn” at-risk citi¬ 
zens about their risks of contract¬ 
ing the illness. ▼

Trials and Errors 


I f there’s been a recent outbreak 
of Tourette’s syndrome - that 
disorder that causes people to 
shriek uncontrollable obscenities 
- it may have been caused by the 
past few weeks’ headlines. Last 
Thursday, when the front page of the 
New York Times reported the doubling 
of Medicare premiums; the reversal of 
40 years of environmental laws; 
Gingrich’s warning of a fiscal train 
wreck if Clinton refuses to “bend” on 
the budget; etc., we fully expected to 
see half the population shuffling down 
sidewalks screaming at the tops of 
their lungs. (The news was so bad that 
day, oh boy, that the O.J. story on the 
front page was oddly ... soothing.) 

By now the Simpson trial is a fixture 
- haven’t there been at least as many 
episodes of it as Peyton Place? - and 
will probably be missed by a great many 
people when it finally ends. A similar 
situation existed when Americans got 
over the McCarthy hearings, but not 
their appetite for tubal tribunals, and 
eventually sacrificed the Rosenbergs to 
their banal curiosity. It looks like 
Congressional Republicans remember 
that (and as a good thing) and will be 
calling more hearings in front of more 
cameras in the coming months to stage 
ever-larger and more ridiculous circuses 
for the nation’s amusement. 

The advantages of hearings on non¬ 
issues like Waco and Ruby Ridge (and 
the forthcoming Homosexuality in the 
Classroom hearings) are at least three¬ 
fold for Republicans: they might keep 
voters so entertained they temporarily 
forget the terrible beating they’re get¬ 
ting; they reward publicity-hungry 
conservative supporters with camera 
time (for the GOP to broadcast the so- 
called Reverend Lou Sheldon at the 
No Promo Homo hearings is exactly 
the same as giving some producer’s 
floozy girlfriend a part in a show); and 
it keeps the House meeting rooms too 
booked up to hold hearings on matters 
that matter, like the wholesale destruc¬ 
tion of affordable healthcare. 

Expect to see more and more the¬ 
atrics in Congressional hearings, and 
also for Clinton to be made into the 
Mark Fuhrman of the Oklahoma City 
bombing trial. 

Still, we can’t say the presence of 


cameras in judicial proceedings is the 
problem: the problem is usually the 
proceedings themselves, and cameras 
can be valuable, by providing a look at 
them. One instance where cameras 
would have been welcome is at the 
panel that decided to strip credentials 
from two teachers who invited CUAV 
speakers to their class. 

That story, on page one, is full of 
“he said/she said” variances - 
although, typically, it is the heterosex¬ 
ual fundamentalists’ version that gets 
the most ink in our local dailies: 
CUAV insists the sole reference to sex 
was brief, honest, and in response to a 
direct question. (Like the statement 
that cost Joycelyn Elders her job.) The 
Rutherford Institute that whipped up 
hysteria over the three-year-old case is 
simply out to punish anyone and 
everyone gay - in the name of a name¬ 
less “family value” - and says the ref¬ 
erence amounted to “child abuse.” 

Whatever it was (it may have been 
wrong, but it certainly was not pre¬ 
meditated), the error was not the 
teachers’, and the retribution heaped 
upon them is utterly out of line. 

This is the situation as we see it: 
the teachers are no more or less guilty 
of an infraction than any other teacher 
who invited CUAV speakers, whether 
or not any of the other speakers made 
similar statements. And the 
Rutherford Institute thinks so, too: 
“This matter indeed represents the 
first bullets,” their attorney Brad 
Dacus told UPI, “fired in what we can 
see as a growing campaign to eradi¬ 
cate such grotesque violations of par¬ 
ents’ rights in public schools.” 

If those two instructors lose their 
license, every teacher who opened a 
classroom to a discussion of anti-gay 
violence is also endangered. 

And if that is the case, there is no 
need for No Promo Homo hearings, or 
for Amendment 2 laws that forbid 
teaching anything at all about homo¬ 
sexuality. If those teachers are 
stripped of their credentials, we 
already have an Amendment 2. It may 
not be on the books, but it’s there. 

And if that’s the case, San 
Francisco is not as safe as we thought. 
And that certainly isn’t the kind of 
lessons we want to find in our public 
schools. ▼ 


The Public Has 
A Right To Know

¥ he City of Los Angeles Department 
of Water & Power and the Los 
Angeles Health Department have 
issued a boil-the-water advisory for 
people who are immune-suppressed who 
wish to reduce their risk of exposure to 
Cryptosporidium from tap water. The City of 
Los Angeles did the right thing warning the 
public about the possibility of exposure 
from the water. 

For over a year now the San Francisco 
Health Department has refused to issue a 
similar recommendation for people with 
AIDS/HIV whose CD4 cell count is below 
200 . 

Although the levels of crypto presence in 
SF water are lower than the CDC or EPA 
levels thought to be dangerous, San 
Francisco still represents 40.5% of the cryp¬ 
to stats for the State of California, while Los 
Angles only represents 30.8% (source: CA 
Morbidity) since 1989. There are perhaps 
as many as 32,000 San Francisco residents 
who are HIV-positive, up to 90 percent of 
whom will see their CD 4 counts drop 
below 200. There is little known about what 
is a safe level of exposure to Cryptosporidi¬ 
um for people with AIDS/HIV or cancer, 
infants, the elderly, or others with immune 
system problems. 

It would seem that avoidance of Cryp¬ 
tosporidium for people who have AIDS 
should be a top priority for the SF Health 
Department, and a warning combined with 
educational material about sexual exposure 
would be in order. For officials at the SF 
Health Department to continue to hold the 
position that most gay men with AIDS get 
exposed to crypto due to unsafe sexual prac¬ 
tices, without even embarking upon an edu¬ 
cational program to address their position, is 
nothing less than outrageous. 

Dr. Mitch Katz of the Health 
Department’s AIDS Office wrote in January 
of this year, “While boiling water would kill 
Cryptosporidium, it is not easy to imple¬ 
ment. To avoid tap water, persons would 
have to avoid ever eating outside their 
home. We also worry about the risk of bums 
with boiling water.” 

Over the years I have, known many peo¬ 
ple with AIDS/HIV who have died from 
their exposure to Cryptosporidium, but I do 
not know anyone who has died from expo¬ 
sure to boiling water. 

To date, according to SF Epidemiologic 
Bulletin, May/June 95, “There is no defini¬ 
tive treatment for cryptosporidiosis. For 
persons with a normal immune system, the 
disease goes away on its own. For persons 
with AIDS, some drugs may treat the dis¬ 
ease or at least relieve symptoms.” 

It is time that the San Francisco Health 
Department and the San Francisco Water 
Department act and educate the public 
about Cryptosporidium. People are dying 
from a bug that can be killed by boiling tap 
water for one minute, and the only thing the 
SFHD can do is point the finger of guilt at 
the male gay community for our sexual 
behavior. I urge the Cryptosporidium Task 
Force to press the SFHD to educate the pub¬ 
lic about the fact that Cryptosporidium can 
be killed - but not cured - and to address the 
other modes of transmission for crypto. We 
faced these same questions when it came to 
rare beef, some dairy products, raw shell¬ 
fish, sushi, and our personal sexual prac¬ 
tices. What is the difference when it comes 
to our water supply and its quality? 

Let the public know the facts and choose 
for themselves what lifestyle changes are 
needed to avoid Cryptosporidium. ▼ 
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GOP seeks revenge 

For months letters were written and phone calls 
were made by the thousands pleading with Congress 
and the Senate to reauthorize the Ryan White Care 
Act. Still the message kept coming back that the Ryan 
White Care Act was in grave danger. To add coals to 
the fire in July 1995 Senator Jesse Helms (R-NC), 
with the blessing of the GOP, conspired to destroy 
these funds knowing for a fact that this would cause 
undue harm and death for hundreds of thousands of 
U.S. citizens living with HIV and AIDS. His state¬ 
ments said it all: for all intents and purposes, “People 
with HIV/AIDS deserve to die!” 

I have been HIV+ for 15 years and I will not and 
can not be silent while my government tries to harm 
and kill hundreds and thousands including myself. 
Remember Proposition 64? I do! Jesse Helms pushed 
a bill that would force mandatory HIV testing on 
every U.S. citizen. Those testing positive would face 
encampment. This is not the 1930s and 40s, and this 
is not Germany! However, Hitler’s views are alive 
and well in a large faction of the GOP. 

The GOP intends to cut AIDS funding left and 
right. And with these issues at hand the HIV/AIDS 
communities have a lot to hammer out. Like paying 
the executives of nonprofit (?) AIDS organizations 
more than $100,000 per year! Whatever happened to 
volunteers? These kind of paychecks bleed the 
HIV/AIDS communities to death, literally. 

When you have the ability to save a life and then 
do the opposite, that is murder. I am talking about nee¬ 
dle exchange. A woman I know, not a “junkie,” was 
infected by her boyfriend, a “closet junkie.” She 
found out she and her boyfriend were HIV+ when she 
was seven months pregnant. Clean needles could have 
prevented this tragedy! Thank God her baby was bom 
HIV-! But who will take care of her baby now? To 
deny a clean needle is unplugging a life support sys¬ 
tem. Needle exchange saves lives! 

The “revenge” sought by the GOP against ACT 
UP/SF for its demonstration a few weeks ago will 
bring the GOP out of its silence in not loudly protest¬ 
ing the actions of Jesse Helms and his ilk. The 
“revenge” against the four individuals arrested at the 
demonstration is just another vicious attack on PWAs 
generally. What better place to expose the hypocrisy 
of the GOP than in the Superior Court of San 
Francisco? With subpoenas served on Helms, 
Lungren, Wilson, and a few other surprises? 

Is it not time to fight AIDS with all our resources 
and political groups, and not fight ACT UP/SF and 
people with AIDS? ACT UP, FIGHT BACK, FIGHT 
AIDS!

Y-Dive indeed! 

Your August 24 story on the California Y-Dive 
raises, for me, some “smoke and mirrors” concerns 
around the “new-age” direction of AIDS fundraising. 
Am I the only one who thinks this kind of death-defy¬ 
ing act in the name of personal “fear-quenching” and 
self-affirmation is specious in the extreme - the height 
of hubris you might say - particularly as an AIDS 
fundraiser? Aren’t seven reported injuries, urn, seven 
too many? And if a chute hadn’t opened? 

“At least we have a parachute,” a participant stat¬ 
ed, in contrast to what reporter Karen Ocamb called 
“the terrible mortal fears that gay youth face on the 
streets every day of their lives ” (emphasis mine). 

My point exactly. What makes people think they 
can equate their death-defying, self-fulfillment quick- 
fix with living day-to-day with HIV or AIDS? 
Comparisons between this fact and a momentary 
jump into the lap of fate from a plane are ludicrous. 

Yes, I know there were HIV-positive people who 
also jumped, and the event raised over $300,000 in 
pledges for the Youth Department of the Los Angeles 
Gay & Lesbian Community Services Center 
(LAGLC). This is certainly outstanding. But I, for 
one, happen to think that true “self-affirmation” is not 
bought and earned so easily. 

Now before you jump on me for being a wet blan¬ 
ket, ask yourself another question: How much of the 
$300,000 will actually get to lesbian and gay youth, 
how much went into putting on the “event,” and how 
much will savvy fundraising organizers Daniel 
Pallotta & Associates - who were hired by LAGLC - 
eam? (Pallotta & Associates also bring you the yearly 
California AIDS Bike Ride.) Contemporary fundrais¬ 
ing gurus know that today’s market for “magical, life¬ 
changing, self-affirmation” is huge, particularly 
among AIDS-weary 1990s Californians heavy with 
“survivor guilt” and addicted to the quick “life-fix.” 

Unfortunately, “new-age commodities” like self- 
affirmation are today considered “priceless,” which is 
to say that profit and event-cost percentages are more 
conveniently overlooked. I urge participants and 
pledgers to ask about these percentages before they 
sign up or sign a check (there is no mention of event- 
costs in the Y-Dive article). Charitable donations are 
not infinite, particularly all these years into the epi¬ 
demic. Get all the facts about where all the money is 
going, then decide for yourself what is fair. Bigger is 
not necessarily better, and many “mega” AIDS 
fundraisers “dry-up” sources for smaller (often needi¬ 
er) organizations due to donor-burnout down the road. 
All bona fide non-profits and AIDS fundraisers 
should freely disclose what percentage of monies 
raised are going for administrative and/or event costs. 
Ask to see a financial report. 

“Life not exciting enough?” (as the Y-Dive promo¬ 
tions actually asked). Then by all means, I say, jump 
out of a plane if you like! But if you want to do some¬ 
thing about AIDS, get out there and truly challenge 
yourself physically and/or mentally. Sacrifice more 
than a few scary mid-air moments by donating some 
of your precious time to a worthy cause. Volunteer to 
work with/for gay & lesbian youth. Give of yourself; 
for what more priceless gift can we give each other 
than our own time, especially to those who may have 
less of it left than we do. 

Don’t mix your personal goals with philanthropic 
ones. Though they raise a lot of money, events like the 
Y-Dive are about as personally “life-changing” as fast 
food. Continue to give, but strive to meet your per¬ 
sonal goals ... personally.

However, since January, my friend and I have 
noticed a dramatic decrease in the quality and quanti¬ 
ties of the food we receive. Not only are the meals not 
balanced, they are tasteless, strange-smelling and 
awful to look at, much less eat. As hungry as I get, 
most often I’ve got to toss these meals. 

What gives here? Is anyone running the show at 
POH? 

I know you are well-funded, that you have plenty 
of pleasant volunteers. Where is the money that funds 
you going? 

About the Food Bank, another agency gone com¬ 
pletely amuck! Why is it that every week I am faced 
with bags of old food, spoiled foods? I go at 9:30 a.m., 
and by that time they are already out of milk and 
bread. 

Almost every product which has a date is given to 
us months after its toss-out date. I have worked for a 
foods manufacturer, and the date means do not con¬ 
sume after this date. We are already sick, are you try¬ 
ing to kill us? 

These two agencies are putting germs into my 
already weakened immune system. Is there no state 
agency we can turn to?

Because when you are as busy as 
POH Food Bank, one can expect a tainted item once 
in a while. 

Without services like the Food Bank, we’re sure to 
die sudden deaths. 

So I’m sure I speak from a very large majority. 
Thank you, POH Food Bank and your many, many 
spectacular associates.

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Forbes shakes up the GOP

; ' ' announced last week 
that due to a “void” in 
GOP candidates for the presiden¬ 
cy, he’d be jumping into the 
Republican fray himself. The 
entry of Forbes, a publishing mag¬ 
nate who’s got a respected maga¬ 
zine with his name on it and at 
least $25 million of his own 
money to throw around, angered 
some of the party’s right wing 
backers, but gave the moderates in 
the GOP some hope of taking back 
the White House. 

Forbes, whose grandfather, 
also Malcolm Forbes, was the 
founder of Forbes magazine, 
prefers to be called “Steve.” He is 
now the chief executive officer of 
the family’s publishing empire, 
which was formerly run by his late 
father, the flamboyant Malcolm 
Forbes Sr., who was known for 
his penchant for leather, motorcy¬ 
cles, and, reportedly, leather bars. 

Although he has never run for 
public office, Steve Forbes, partly 
because of his immense wealth 
(reputedly $400 million) and his 
stature in the business world, must 
be taken seriously. A self- 
described “moderate” with a long 
history of public service, he says 
he is a “disciple of Reaganesque 
supply-side economics and would 
scrap the whole tax code in favor 
of a 17 percent flat tax with no 
deductions.” He also vows not to 
take any “matching” federal 
funds. On most social issues, 
including gay rights, he says he 
favors a “live-and-let-live atti¬ 
tude.” 

A well-managed media blitz, 
which Forbes can easily afford, 
combined with some determined 
personal campaigning, could give 
Bob Dole and Phil Gramm - not 
to mention Mr. Moderate Pete 
Wilson - a lot of sleepless nights. 
(Already Washington insiders are 
talking openly about the growing 
feud between GOP presidential 
contenders Dole and Gramm, 
rumored to be worse than the 
enmity between Dole and the 
Newtster. Says Dole of the con¬ 
tentious Texan: “He sits on the 
back row and fires at me, but I’m 
out providing leadership while 
he’s issuing press releases.” Don’t 
look for these two to kiss and 
make up anytime soon.) In addi¬ 
tion, if the magazine tycoon does 
pull off the nomination. President 
Clinton could find himself in a 
hell of a fight against just the kind 
of Republican many voters seem 
to favor. 

One more thing, speaking of 
Dole: the Kansas senator stood, 
with wife Elizabeth at his side, to 
defend her stewardship of the 
American Red Cross after the New 
York Times printed an article last 
week about Elizabeth Dole’s 
request to the Red Cross board of 
directors to “tone down” the orga¬ 
nization’s AIDS program. He 
rejected suggestions she was using 
her position as head of that organi¬ 
zation to try to benefit his cam¬ 
paign, and said, “Elizabeth has 
been very scrupulous in trying to 
keep the Red Cross out of it [the 
campaign]” - with a straight face!

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From hair to eternity

A t a writing residency at 
Goddard College in 
Vermont, I sit in my 
dorm room creating my 
own little bastion of peace. I’ve 
been on campus 48 hours and have 
seen four other people of color - 
all black. 

We have been specifically - 
and repeatedly - instructed to 
refrain from using scented prod¬ 
ucts. There are no unscented hair- 
care products for black people. 
There are none. They simply do 
not exist. 

I commiserate with one of the 
other two black women in this 
program. “Can we talk,” she says. 
“I didn’t put any oil in my hair this 
morning, and it’s already starting 
to break off.” 

The tension over issues of race 
and environmental illness and the 
rigors of the residency combine to 
seize our diaphragms, squeezing 
out laughter in short, quick bursts. 

Her roommate is severely envi¬ 
ronmentally impaired and has an 
air purifier above the head of her 
bed. “What am I going to do?” my 
friend asks. “If I don’t oil my hair. 
I’ll be bald by the end of this.” 

I laugh the same tight laugh at 
her slight exaggeration but defi¬ 
nitely identify with her point. 

While I was unpacking my hair 
products the first night here, the 
coconutty smells that usually 
evoke soul-gratifying memories of 
getting my hair braided in my 
grandparents’ kitchen slapped me 
in the face with the knowledge 
that these very smells could offend 


someone else. It just didn’t seem 
natural. 

I asked my roommate if she 
was allergic to scents, and held my 
breath in anticipation of having to 
move to another room because of 
my hair. Would my kinky, curly, 
greasy, coconut/almond-scented 
hair offend her? 

“No,” she answered, then 
added, “I’d never even heard of 
that before. I mean I can under¬ 
stand perfume in elevators or cars 
or something, but what is that?” 

I shrugged my shoulders and 
went back to unpacking. No one 
else worries about this, I thought 
to myself. Just us black girls. 
(Both of the brothers are sporting 
a very closely cropped “do.”) 

I refrain from the chemically 
straightened, blow-dried, curled 
Naomi Campbell look every day. 
One - out of respect for my hair.

myself, and my ancestors. And 
two - because it takes too much 
damn time for no good reason. 
However, it seems this natural 
style with its necessary accessory 
- grease - is offensive to some 
people. 

Conflicted sadness 

We feel for the roommate with 
environmental illness, really we 
do, and discuss ways to bring up 
the issues with this white woman 
so as not to offend her or have her 
take it personally if my friend 
moves out. The roommate takes it 


like a champ but still seems a little 
hurt. I almost want to give her a 
hug but am afraid that lingering 
cigarette smoke in my sweater or 
coconut oil wafting from my hair 
might cause a problem. 

I leave feeling a conflicted sad¬ 
ness. Will our chemical-laden 
environment eventually take this 
toll on everyone? Will people ever 
make unscented products for 
black hair? Will our hair ever be 
OK with everyone? 

My friend and I wrap up our 
somewhat resolved conversation 
about the black hair dilemma and 
then begin to wonder about the 
other people of color. There are 
five of us, but where are all the 
other brown-skinned people? As 
of yet we have seen none. 

The trend seems to be to end 
affirmative action for women and 
people of color, anyway. The 
proposals buzzing around 
Capitol Hill these days endorse 
affirmative action only for 
whites. That’s not the way 
they’re written, of course, but 
that’s the gist of it. 

Companies will have to pay 
hefty fines - to the government, I 
guess - and jump through a lot of 
bureaucratic hoops to hire people 
from other countries to fill “pro¬ 
fessional” positions in the U.S. I 
assume this doesn’t include 
domestic engineers. Like I said, 
affirmative action for white peo¬ 
ple. 

Not that Goddard is following 
this trend. On the other hand, this 
institution doesn’t seem to be 
recruiting students or faculty of 
color too vigorously. ▼ 


Gays Get More Than 
A Chat Room of Their Own

This Sunday, October 1, gay and lesbian Internet 
aficionados can say goodbye to AOL gay chat rooms 
and hello to GAY.NET, which its creators say is the 
first and only international gay information and enter¬ 
tainment online network. 

“It offers subscribers the ability to get information 
about all areas of gay interest, including national and 
local news, event calendars, entertainment guides, and 
the arts,” according to marketing director Scott 
Rogowski. “There will be state and city directories of 
jobs, event tickets, health clubs, counseling, business 
and travel services, and more.” 

A preliminary list of forums include AIDS ser¬ 
vices, politics, the arts, health and fitness, community 
services, relationships and sex, sports, cooking, land¬ 
scaping, and photography. Rogowski added that 
forums will be added as online users request them. 
Also, he said, articles from publications including the 
Bay Area Reporter, Philadelphia Gay News, and the 
Washington Blade are posted on the San Francisco- 


based service, with many more expected in the future. 

“We at GAY.NET are empowering the gay com¬ 
munity by the sharing of information on a worldwide 
basis,” he said, including some subscribers from 
England and Hong Kong. 

Unfortunately, according to Rogowski, GAY.NET 
is still doing market research among lesbian women 
on what they would like to see before providing orig¬ 
inal articles on lesbian issues, since the men behind 
the project felt it would be insulting for them to make 
those assumptions about what lesbians want to see. 
GAY.NET has held focus groups on lesbians, and will 
bring lesbian information on line by the beginning of 
1996, he said. 

The first month of GAY.NET after its debut this 
Sunday will be free; thereafter the cost is $9.95 per 
month. Those interested in subscribing can sign up for 
free software at a GAY.NET booth at the Castro Street 
Fair, this Sunday, October 1. ▼

Change the TV for gay kids

g n 1990, Congress passed the 
Children’s Television Act, 
which requires local broad- 
7“ casters to meet the “educa¬ 
tional and informational needs of 
children” through programming 
that furthers “the positive devel¬ 
opment of the child in any 
respect.” For the most part, these 
mandates have not been enforced. 

Currently, officials are evaluat¬ 
ing ways to clarify or strengthen 
the programming provisions and 
enforcement procedures of the 
Children’s Television Act. 
Through October 16, the Federal 
Communications Commission 
(FCC) is seeking public comment 
on how broadcasters can best ful¬ 
fill the Act’s objectives. 

Few audiences have been so 
neglected or ignored as lesbian, 
gay, and bisexual youth. They are 
seldom represented on television 
or even recognized as members of 
the viewing public. As media crit¬ 
ic William Henry noted, 
“Children’s shows never acknowl¬ 
edge that [homosexuality] exists, 
although many adult homosexuals 
report having been aware of their 
specific sexual identity by age 
four or five.” 

This systematic censorship 
contributes directly to the suffer¬ 
ing of young gays and lesbians, 
maintaining their invisibility, iso¬ 
lation and stigmatization. Of 
course, heterosexual youth - some 
of whom will become parents of a 
lesbian or gay child - are also not 
being educated about homosexu¬ 
ality. This situation surely exacer¬ 
bates the national climate of hate 
violence, in which lesbians and 
gays are the most frequent victims 
of hate crimes and young hetero¬ 
sexuals are the most frequent 
attackers. 

Inexcusably, broadcasters con¬ 
tinue to overlook the enormous 
potential of children’s television 
for combating homophobia. Even 
multicultural programs like 
Ghostwriter and Sesame Street - 
which specifically aim to teach 
tolerance and promote diversity - 
have had nothing to say about 
homosexuality or homophobia. 
For television to meet the educa¬ 
tional and informational needs of 
all children, this silence must be 
broken. 

Advise the FCC of the 
need for children's program¬ 
ming that begins to combat - 
rather than reinforce - the 
horrors of homophobia 
(which is certainly one vital 
way for broadcasters to fulfill 
the objectives of the Chil¬ 
dren's Television Act).

Biblical Essence 

“Before I came out in print, I 
had never had someone tell me 
that I was going to hell. Now peo¬ 
ple say it to me regularly.” So 
begins Linda Villarosa’s biograph¬ 
ical essay in the September 1995 
issue of Essence magazine. This 
essay is one in which - as the 
magazine’s cover indicates - “A 
Lesbian Takes on the Bible.” 

Villarosa, who is also the exec¬ 
utive editor of Essence , effectively 
utilizes a mixture of personal 
experience and social critique as 
she strikes at the hypocritical heart 
of the “Religious Right.” “These 
so-called righteous people take the 
Bible literally when it suits them,” 
she concludes, “ignoring anything 


that doesn’t easily support their 
narrow condemnations.” 

Villarosa undermines the con¬ 
servative obsession with homo¬ 
sexuality, revealing the Right’s 
inconsistent and irrational use of 
Bible texts. The hecklers who reg¬ 
ularly quote the Bible when con¬ 
demning her lesbianism, Villarosa 
observes, have precious little to 
say about other biblical “dos” and 
“don’ts.” 

“It didn’t take a biblical schol¬ 
ar to figure out that people who 
shout me down in lecture halls and 
write me letters are not sending 
hate mail to people who are 
divorced,” Villarosa says. “The 
man who lashed out at me in 
Oregon is not condemning people 
who eat pork (Leviticus 11:7-8). 
Neither is he carrying on about 
cattle breeders, farmers who grow 
two different crops or anyone who 
wears a poly-cotton blend of 
clothing (Leviticus 19:19).” 

As an African-American, 
Villarosa notes with particular 
pain that so “many black people 
are using the Bible against their 
lesbian and gay sisters and broth¬ 
ers just as whites used the 
Scriptures against our ancestors 
when they interpreted passages ... 
to mean that our people should 
remain enslaved.” 

Villarosa concludes her essay 
with a plea for some scriptural and 
common sense. The central mes¬ 
sage of compassion can be res¬ 
cued, Villarosa suggests, once 
Christians “stop taking the Bible 
literally and begin to read it criti¬ 
cally and intelligently.” 

Targeting a readership of 
African-American women, 
Essence ranks favorably among 
the nation’s popular periodicals.

TV worth 
talking about 

Featuring a large panel of 
bisexual youth, the September 13 
Gordon Elliott Show struck a 
much-needed blow for visibility. 
The panel’s diversity of class, race 
and family experience - combined 
with (uncommonly) respectful 
treatment by host and audience 
alike - made for an enlightening 
talk-show hour. 

Discussion topics included the 
reactions of parents and siblings, 
groundbreaking media portrayals, 
biphobia within the gay and les¬ 
bian community, and the distinc¬ 
tiveness of bisexuality. A pregnant 
22-year-old woman explained 
that, although she and the baby’s 
father are monogamous (and both 
bisexual), they will not get mar¬ 
ried because they reject the unfair 
privilege associated with the insti¬ 
tution. A young club dancer and 
her former girlfriend kissed lov¬ 
ingly (twice!) when they were 
reunited on national television. A 
clinical therapist affiliated with 
the National Bisexual Youth 
Initiative pinned the blame for 
“identity struggles” right where it 
belonged - not upon “confused” 
kids, but on a confused and phobic 
society. 

The show’s producers did not 
include a misinformed “minister” 
or quack “psychologist” amongst 
the guests, thus avoiding the “big¬ 


ots for balance” tendency. Too 
often, the mainstream media still 
approach any (and every) discus¬ 
sion of queer identity as a 
refutable proposition. Statements 
made by queers are treated as 
essentially biased, one-sided 
claims in a “debate” that - in the 
name of “balance” or “fairness” - 
require an “opposing point of 
view.” Applied without distinc¬ 
tion, the media’s tendency to treat 
homophobes as experts on homo¬ 
sexuality actually elevates hate to 
the status of reason.

and Yom Kippur: an openly gay 
Jewish synagogue. Since then, 
millions of gays and lesbians 
excluded from traditional Judaism 
have found a substitute “mis¬ 
pacha,” or family, in the queer 
temple movement. 

The Los Angeles-based Beth 


Chayim Chadashim (BCC), or 
“The House of New Life,” first 
got its start through the 
Metropolitan Community Church 
(MCC) in Los Angeles. 

Formed in October 1968, just 
one year after The Summer of 
Love, MCC had been agitating for 
societal change and providing a 
spiritual home, along with support 
group meetings for lesbians and 
gays to sort out their personal 
issues in the midst of the social 
turmoil all around them. Jewish 
lesbians and gays were no excep¬ 
tion, and grafted their ideas about 
gay liberation onto their desire to 
worship free of homophobia. 

In July 1972, after first calling 
themselves the Metropolitan 
Community Temple, the group 
founded BCC, and quickly gained 
new members through ads in local 
gay newspapers and word of mouth. 
In 1981 they bought their own build¬ 
ing, located in West Los Angeles. 

In 1977, the collective of gay 
and lesbian temples successfully 
persuaded the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations of the 
Reform movement to officially 
accept them. And in 1980, the 16 
groups that represented Jewish 
gays and lesbians around the 
world met in San Francisco and 
formed the Congress of Gay and 
Lesbian Jewish Organizations. 

In a collection of essays pub¬ 
lished in 1989, Twice Blessed: On 
Being Lesbian, Gay and Jewish , 
Aliza Maggid writes, “For lesbian 
and gay Jews, membership in one 
of our organizations is often a 
helpful antidote to this alienation, 
providing the warmth, support, 
and acceptance that all of us need 
in order to thrive.” ▼

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Needle Exchange Endorsed by 
Nat’l Institute on Drug Abuse

Needle exchange programs 
that provide intravenous drug 
users with sterile syringes will 
reduce the risk of HIV infection 
and will not contribute to 
increased use of illegal drugs, a 
panel of scientists said Tuesday, 
September 19. 

The federally funded panel of 
the independent National 
Research Council and the Institute 
of Medicine recommends rescind¬ 
ing the federal ban on funding 
needle exchange programs. The 
panel recommended modifying 
local and state laws involving pre¬ 
scription and possession of drug 
paraphernalia to end restrictions 
on access to sterile syringes. 

The panel’s report, funded by 
the National Institute on Drug 
Abuse, said: 

• No credible evidence shows 
that drug use is increased among 
participants as a result of having 
access to sterile equipment. 

• Needle exchange programs 
do not increase the number of new 
drug users. 

• The programs often have pub¬ 
lic support of the local communi¬ 
ty. 

• Programs that teach drug 
users the several-step process of 
disinfecting needles with bleach 
often do not work in street situa¬ 
tions. The study recommends 
studies to design simpler proce¬ 
dures. 

“There is some evidence,” pan¬ 
elist Dr. Nancy Padian told United 
Press International, “that needle 
exchange programs do help slow 
the spread of HIV.” 

Needle exchange programs are 
being carried out now in 77 com¬ 
munities in 20 states, the U.S. 
Public Health Service said. 

“The Public Health Service has 
viewed these as opportunities to 
learn more about the effects of 
such efforts. The report presented 
today examines many of these 
programs.” 

A statement from the health 
service said, “In the face of the 
AIDS epidemic, we must always 
weigh the facts and give careful 
consideration to proposals that 
have the potential to prevent new 
infections. We will immediately 
review the report and its conclu¬ 
sions in consultation with the rele¬ 
vant congressional committees.” 

Ed Kaplan, professor of man¬ 
agement science and medicine at 
Yale University, studied the New 
Haven Health Department’s nee¬ 
dle exchange program, which has 
been in operation since 1990. By 
testing returned needles, Kaplan 
estimates the percentage of infect¬ 
ed needles dropped from 68 per¬ 
cent to 40 percent - about a 33 
percent reduction. 

Kaplan said that an optimum 


needle exchange program in New 
York, where habits of intravenous 
drug abuse are similar to those in 
New Haven, could prevent 1,000 
new HIV transmissions a year. 

Needle exchange programs 
also have been carried out in 
France, the Netherlands, Great 
Britain, Australia, and Canada. 

Up to Shalala now? 

Padian, associate adjunct pro¬ 
fessor and assistant chief of 
research in the department of 
obstetrics, gynecology, and pedi¬ 
atrics at the University of 
California, San Francisco, noted 
that the panel’s recommendations 
immediately create a political con¬ 
troversy because the recommen¬ 
dations are directed at the current¬ 
ly vacant position of surgeon gen¬ 
eral. 

The scientists recommended 
that the secretary of the U.S. 
Department of Health and Human 
Services rescind present prohibi¬ 
tions - dating to 1988 legislation - 
against using federal funds to sup¬ 
port needle exchange programs. 

The panel’s report noted the 
ban on federal support remains in 
effect “unless the surgeon general 
of the United States determines 
that such programs are effective in 
preventing the spread of HIV and 
do not encourage the use of illegal 
drugs.” 

The 15-member panel, chaired 
by Lincoln Moses of Stanford 
University, said the continuing 
epidemic of AIDS “is now clearly 
driven by infections occurring in 
the population of injection drug 
users, their sexual partners, and 
their offspring.” The panel says 
new AIDS cases among gay men 
has fallen from 74 percent in 1981 


to 47 percent in 1993; it has grown 
among the drug use population 
from 12 percent to 28 percent. 

The panel’s report said, “For 
injection drug users who cannot or 
will not stop injecting drugs, the 
once-only use of sterile needles 
and syringes remains the safest, 
and most effective approach for 
limiting HIV transmission.” 

If once-only use of needs is not 
possible, then “don’t share. If 
that’s not possible, at least disin¬ 
fect the needles,” said panel mem¬ 
ber David Vlahov, of the Johns 
Hopkins University School of 
Medicine in Baltimore. 

Little negative evidence 

Even though there is little evi¬ 
dence to show negative results of 
needle exchange programs, the 
panel acknowledged that local 
concerns about needle exchanges 
and bleach distribution programs 
should not be ignored, and advo¬ 
cated community involvement 
when establishing such programs. 

But Vlahov noted the impact of 
infected needles goes far beyond 
the drug abusers. 

“This is a major public health 
problem if you look at the infor¬ 
mation,” Vlahov said. 

In the Northeast and Middle 
Atlantic states, about half of the 
AIDS cases result from IV drug 
use. Over half the children who 
are born infected with HIV have a 
drug-abusing parent. 

“Needle exchange programs 
are not in and of themselves an 
answer, but part of a comprehen¬ 
sive HIV prevention strategy,” 
Vlahov said, adding that needle 
exchange programs also serve as a 
bridge to get people into drug 
treatment programs. Y 


CDC: Needle exchange programs ‘the tendency’ 


The number of needle exchange programs has 
jumped dramatically in the United States, the federal 
Centers for Disease Control and Prevention said 
Thursday, September 21. 

The number of such programs increased from 33 in 
1993 to 60 in 1995, the CDC said in its Morbidity 
and Mortality Weekly Report, which noted the num¬ 
ber probably underestimates the number of pro¬ 
grams. The report, compiled from an April 1995 sur¬ 
vey, said the number of programs tripled since 1992. 

Among the findings: 

• Forty-two of the programs operated in five states 
- California, New York, Washington, Connecticut, 
and Hawaii. 

• Eight million new, sterile syringes were exchanged 
among the 55 programs that operated in 1994. 

• The seven most active programs, each of which 


exchanged at least 500,000 syringes, were: two pro¬ 
grams in New York, and one each in Chicago, 
Philadelphia, San Francisco, and Seattle and 
Tacoma, Washington. 

• The San Francisco program exchanged the largest 
number of syringes in a year - 1.5 million in 1994. 

The programs are designed to prevent spread of HIV, 
the virus that causes AIDS, Hepatitis B and C and 
other blood-borne diseases. 

'Many states and localities look at all the possible 
things to do to control the spread of AIDS and see 
syringe exchange as a very useful component, to do 
AIDS prevention,' said T. Stephen Jones, a CDC 
medical epidemiologist. 'I would imagine that there 
will be continued growth of such programs. It seems 
to be the tendency,' he said. Y

Study: KS Can Be Predicted

The presence of a recently discovered herpesvirus 
in the blood of asymptomatic HIV-infected gay men 
dramatically increases the risk that they will develop 
Kaposi’s Sarcoma, the AIDS-associated cancer, 
London researchers said Thursday, September 21. 

In a small study of HIV-infected gay men, the 
researchers found men with the virus were five times 
more likely to develop the tumor than men who did 
not have the herpesvirus, said Dr. Thomas Schulz, of 
the Institute of Cancer Research in London, and col¬ 
leagues. They reported their results in the upcoming 
issue of the British journal The Lancet. 

The results could eventually translate into a com¬ 
mercially available test to predict who is most likely to 


develop the tumor, Schultz told United Press 
International. The tumor affects small blood vessels 
and causes dark, brown nodular spots on the skin. 

Schultz and some other researchers have dubbed 
the virus Kaposi’s Sarcoma associated virus, since 
Columbia University researchers in New York pub¬ 
lished the first paper eight months ago suggesting a 
virus might be involved in the tumor. 

Schultz said the new research results provide a 
“further significant step toward showing the causal 
link between this virus and the tumor, but it is not for¬ 
mal proof.” 

In a key finding, researchers reported that out of 11 
HIV-infected gay men with evidence of KSAV in their 
blood stream, six later developed the tumor. In contrast, 
only 12 out of a group of 132 HIV-infected gay men 
with no evidence of the virus later developed KS. T 


Gingrich Given Dubious Pork Award

Congressional liberals honored 
House Speaker Newt Gingrich on 
Thursday, September 21 with an 
award the conservative Georgia 
Republican probably won’t put on 
his mantle. 

The 48-member Progressive 
Caucus, made up of 47 Democrats 
and the only independent in the 
House, awarded its monthly 
“Gilded Lily Award for Corporate 
Welfare” to Gingrich for what 
they called his ability to “find fed¬ 
eral pork” for his district. 

“The U.S. taxpayers don’t need 
a speaker who misuses his posi¬ 
tion to steer massive amounts of 
federal dollars to his congression¬ 
al district,” Oregon Democratic 
Representative Peter DeFazio told 
a news conference. “America does 


not need a speaker who passes out 
welfare checks to America’s lead¬ 
ing corporations.” 

Caucus Chairman Bernard 
Sanders (I-Vermont) accused 
Gingrich of helping out last 
month’s “Gilded Lily” - 
Lockheed Martin Corporation. 
Company executives were cited 
for giving themselves “$31 mil¬ 
lion in taxpayer-financed bonus¬ 
es.” 

“Now this month Speaker 
Gingrich has quietly tucked away 
in the fiscal year 1996 defense 
appropriations bill more than 
$300 million for the Lockheed 
Martin Corporation to build at 
least ten additional C-130 military 
transport planes in his Georgia 
congressional district - none of 
which was requested in the presi¬ 
dent’s budget,” Sanders said. ▼

Gene Lippa told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “We received 30 days 
notice but wanted to try to extend 
our lease through the end of the 
year.” 

The business is owned by 
Michael Verdone, who also owns 
B Street, a popular San Mateo gay 
bar. 

Reports that the Elephant Walk 
would be replaced by a Johnny 
Rockets burger franchise are not 
true, said Johnny Rockets 
spokesperson Lloyd Sugarman. 


Site of integrity 

Sugarman said the popular 
eatery had planned to lease the 
site, but knew nothing about the 
venue’s historical importance until 
it received a call from the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

“Quite frankly we don’t want 
to be a tenant in that location,” he 
told the B.A.R. “Based on its 
importance in local history, we do 
not want to interfere with the 
integrity of the site.” 

Sugarman said the franchise 
did not yet have another Castro 
location in mind and that it did not 
want to be involved in any busi¬ 
ness moves that were not positive 
for the neighborhood. 

The popular bar and restaurant, 
replete with large picture win¬ 
dows, was frequently referred to 
in speeches by late gay leader 
Harvey Milk as a visible example 
of gay community pride, where 
lesbian and gay people could eat 
and drink and meet without fear or 
shame. 

It was also the venue where 
internationally renowned diva and 
gay activist Sylvester performed 
Sunday afternoons in the ’70s. 


Cops on a rampage 

The Elephant Walk was also 
the site of a major rampage by uni¬ 
formed San Francisco police offi¬ 
cers after a night of rioting at City 
Hall following the March 21,1979 
voluntary manslaughter convic¬ 
tion of Dan White for the murder 
of Harvey Milk and Mayor 
George Moscone. 

Several hours after the incident 
at City Hall, in which thousands of 
lesbians and gays and others 
marched to protest the verdict - 
and smaller groups later smashed 
windows, hurled bottles and rocks, 
set trash cans ablaze, and set fire 
to several police cars - police 
retaliated in the Castro. 

Officers in riot gear moved into 
the neighborhood, and an estimat¬ 
ed 40 officers took up position at 
the intersection of 18th and 
Castro, after which a melee 
ensued: baton-wielding officers 
without badges or identification 
stormed into the Elephant Walk, 
tables were overturned, windows 
were smashed, and patrons and 
passersby were brutally beaten. 

“It was San Francisco’s 
Stonewall,” said Lippa. 

The closure of the Elephant 
Walk is “distressing,” Supervisor 
Carole Migden told the B.A.R. 
“It’s a sad note because there’s a 
certain texture in the life of the 
lesbian and gay community and 
the Castro neighborhood when 
small businesses are driven out of 
business,” she said. “Increasingly 
more chains and non-gay busi¬ 
nesses are moving in.” 

Lippa told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the Elephant Walk 
had collected more than 150 sig¬ 
natures from neighborhood resi¬ 
dents concerned about both its clo¬ 
sure and the impact of chain stores 
on the future of the neighborhood. 

“It’s becoming Serramonte 
Castro,” Lippa said. “Somebody 


hit the nail on the head when they 
said it would be a place for the 
kids to eat when they got off the F 
Line. If the Castro keeps changing 
as it has, I don’t think many peo¬ 
ple will come here anymore. 

“Most of our clientele have 
told us they won’t come here.” 

A resolution calling attention to 
the situation faced by small busi¬ 
ness owners in the Castro, includ¬ 
ing the lack of commercial rent 
limits and the encroachment of 
chains and their impact on the 
community, was introduced before 
the board of supervisors by Tom 
Ammiano at the Tuesday, 
September 26 board meeting. 

Many residents and merchants 
have also expressed those con¬ 
cerns, saying the recent influx of 
chain stores and franchises in the 
area destroys the neighborhood 
and adversely affects smaller gay- 
owned business struggling to sur¬ 
vive. 

Franchise and chain stores in 
the Castro now include Presto 
Prints, Noah’s Bagels, Mrs. 
Field’s Cookies, Rolling Pin 
Donuts, The Body Shop, 
Walgreen’s Pharmacy, Escape 
from New York Pizza, Spinelli’s 
Coffee, Pasqua Coffee, Suzanne’s 
Muffins, and Sunglass Hut. 
Ultimate Yogurt is scheduled to 
open at the site of the former 
Village Deli, at 495 Castro. Crown 
Books recently closed its 518 
Castro site, and will be replaced 
by a juice bar and a massage stu¬ 
dio, sources say. T

; ^ f you’re still counting T-celis. 
you’re hopelessly behind the 
times. That venerable mea¬ 
sure of immune dysfunction 
is fast fading as the leading indica¬ 
tor of HIV progression, and will 
soon be replaced by the new tech¬ 
nology for measuring “viral load” 
- a whole new numbers game. 

The T-cell standard had been 
criticized as inadequate for some 
time. It moves rather slowly and is 
subject to a fair amount of random 
variation. This variation means 
that changes in T-cell counts of 
less than 50 can’t be counted on to 
be significant. This is a problem 
because most HIV therapies only 
produce that much change in T- 
cell counts. 

Most frustrating is that the T- 
cell numbers only give you a 
rough estimate of when to expect

rouble. A “normal” T-cell count is 
around 1,000. At about 500 T- 
cells, the HIVer becomes vulnera¬ 
ble to various opportunistic infec¬ 
tions, but you may not get them -

or you may in fact get them at 600 
T-cells. At 200 T-cells you’re so 
vulnerable that most doctors sug¬ 
gest you start prophylaxis for PCP, 
what used to be the number-one 
killer of PWAs. At that level of 
immune suppression, you’re basi¬ 
cally an OI waiting to happen. 

The next level of well-docu¬ 
mented T-cell depletion is the 
under-50 crowd. When T-cells 
bottom out at below 50, you’re 
counted as a dead-meat special. 
This is where the new and exotic 
OIs are being discovered, stuff 
HIVers never used to live long 
enough to encounter. Many treat¬ 
ments that have marginal effect in 
better-off PWAs are useless in the 
under-50 crowd since there isn’t 
enough of an immune system left, 
apparently, to benefit from them. 

But this is all a statistical crap- 
shoot. The odds get steeper as the 
T-cells decline, but it’s far from a 
forgone conclusion. I’m in an 
“under 50 T-cells” support group, 
and in the past six months, none of 
the half-dozen of us has suffered a 
major OI. In fact, it’s a remarkably 
healthy-looking group, and every¬ 
one in it - except, perhaps, me - 
could probably pass as a negative 
or at least healthy. As a guarantee 
of health or as a warning of 
inevitable trouble, the T-cell count 
leaves a lot to be desired. 

Pointless excitement 

Enter the viral load test. While 
T-cells measure where the virus 
has been, by marking its progress 
in lost T-cells, the viral load mea¬ 
sures where the virus is going. 
These tests measure the amount of 
viral activity in the peripheral 
blood by culturing the virus and 
expanding it in controlled condi¬ 
tions, then counting the resulting 
particles. A high count - say 
500,000 - is a sign of very high 
viral reproductive activity and 
suggests that there’s trouble 
ahead. A low count - say 10,000 - 
indicates a low level of viral activ¬ 
ity and correspondingly less risk. 

The main advantages of the 
viral load is that it’s quick, 
responding to changes in therapy 
in a few days, and that it’s a direct 
measure of what the virus is 
doing, instead of a measure of 
what it’s done in the past, like a T- 
cell count. Instead of waiting 
months to see if a treatment 
works, it should be possible to 
screen out the duds after a few 
weeks, which should drastically 
reduce the time needed to test and 
approve drugs. 

There are some drawbacks as 
well. Viral load is measured on a 
logarithmic scale, which is hard to 
understand. What this means is 


that a change in count has to reach 
a ten-fold difference to be signifi¬ 
cant. Thus, a drop from 200,000 to 
40,000, despite the dramatic dif¬ 
ference in numbers, isn’t actually 
a significant change. It would take 
a drop from 400,000 to 40,000 to 
be significant, this being a “one- 
log” change. Even better would be 
a two-log change, from 400,000 to 
4,000, but I haven’t heard of any¬ 
one accomplishing that. This 
allows a lot of leeway for people 
to get pointlessly excited or 
depressed over what seem to be 
large changes in viral load which 
are not, in fact, a big deal. 

Another problem is that the test 
is new and not yet officially rec¬ 
ognized. Although I cannot think 
of a single AIDS researcher or 
activist who doesn’t consider it to 
be the best measure of viral activ¬ 
ity, this fact has yet to be docu¬ 
mented with the authorities. Some 
studies have shown a strong corre¬ 
lation between viral load and clin¬ 
ical progression, but these studies 
are of course new and still ongo¬ 
ing. 

This means that the FDA won’t 
approve treatments on the basis of 
viral load figures, and it means 
that most insurers won’t pay for 
the test, which hasn’t been formal¬ 
ly approved. MediCal will pay for 
it if you get a TAR (Treatment 
Authorization Request), a process 
slightly less complicated than 
arranging an audience with the 
Pope. 

The final flaw, and this may be 
minor but it is irritating, is that no 
one can really tell you exactly 
what the results mean. 

It means the virus is active. 
Does this mean you’re just about 
to get sick? Well, no; many people 
walk around with high viral loads 
for months without getting sick. 
And HIVers with low viral loads 
still get OIs, which though less 
likely to strike are no less deadly 
when they do occur. It can help 
you decide if a treatment is work¬ 
ing or not (if the drug drastically 
reduces your load upon retesting), 
but the results of a single test don’t 
really tell you much of anything. 

Take a number 

Even so, it is a valuable addi¬ 
tion to the arsenal of savvy HIVers 
dedicated to fighting the virus 
with every tool possible. It allows 
for a vastly more complex 
approach to what I call “the num¬ 
bers game.” It’s played like this: 

“I was taking ddl and had a T- 
cell count of 250, but my viral load 
was 350,000. So I switched to AZT 
plus ddC, which brought my viral 
load down to 50,000 and raised my 
T-cells to 300. After six months my 
T-cells dropped to 200 and my 
viral load climbed to 250,000, so I 
figured the virus had developed 
resistance to my combo and added 
a protease inhibitor. This brought 
the viral load down to 40,000 and 
my T-cells back to 250. If they start 
to decline again, I’ll add a second 
protease inhibitor.”

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NIH study says: Don't just 
stay on - op start - AZT alone

O n Sunday, September 17 
ACT UP/Golden Gate 
acknowledged its five 
year anniversary. One 
would usually think of “celebrat¬ 
ing” an anniversary, but this was 
no cause for celebration, since the 
few of us still living would have 
preferred that the words “ACT 
UP/Golden Gate” would have 
been part of a nostalgic reference 
in an epidemic gone bye-bye. 

Unfortunately, few of us 
believed in 1990 that a cure would 
appear by 1995, and we were 
right. One thing we did believe 
back then was that combination 
antiretroviral therapy would soon 
define the standard of HIV care. 
Anecdotes of combo AZT/ddI and 
AZT/ddC effect already bounded 
through the underground and in 
AIDS activist circles. Many of us 
were already combining AZT with 
ddl or ddC, both then available 
through expanded access pro¬ 
grams. We were the first group in 
the country to call for the early 
approval of both ddl and ddC and 
for further studies of combination 
therapies. 

Once again, we were right: last 
week the National Institutes of 
Health announced the results of its 
large scale study “ACTG 175.” 
The study began in 1992 and 
enrolled 2,467 people with HIV 
who had between 200-500 CD4s 
(T-cells). Patients were random¬ 
ized to receive either AZT alone, 
ddl alone, AZT/ddI combo, or 
AZT/ddC. Of the total 2,467 
patients, 1,067 (43%) were what 
AIDS activists kindly refer to as 
“virgins,” who had never taken 
any antiretroviral therapy prior to 
participating in this study. The 
remaining 1,400 patients (57%) 
had all previously been on AZT 
monotherapy for several months. 
The study sought to determine 
which treatment regimen would 
be most effective based on three 
“endpoints.” 

The first of these endpoints 
was a 50% decline in a patient’s 
absolute number of CD4 cells, 
using baseline CD4 as the compar¬ 
ative marker. The second endpoint 
was progression to an AIDS diag¬ 
nosis (e.g., developing an oppor¬ 
tunistic infection). Finally, the 
study was also designed to track 
differences in survival between all 
four treatment groups. 

During the course of the 143 
weeks of study, 32% of patients 
receiving AZT monotherapy 
reached one of the study endpoints 


(AIDS, death, or 50% CD4 
decline). Each of the other treat¬ 
ment groups averaged between 
18-22% progression to study end¬ 
point. For the last five years AZT 
has been widely accepted as the 
first line drug in HIV standard of 
care. The results of ACTG 175 
will necessitate physicians and 
patients carefully reconsidering 
this paradigm. When examining 
the data on antiretroviral “virgins 
and non-virgins” together, one 
finds that combinations of 
AZT/ddI and AZT/ddC, as well as 
monotherapy ddl, were superior to 
monotherapy AZT. The differ¬ 
ences in effect between those three 
superior regimens were not suffi¬ 
ciently statistically significant to 
proclaim a clear benefit of one 
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over the other two. However, the 
mere fact that AZT monotherapy 
is finally being shaved off the top 
of the HIV totem-pole is a long- 
awaited event. 

When examining the “virgin” 
group separately, the study 
showed that those patients who 
were randomized to receive 
AZT/ddC combination benefited 
most. However, the results for 
those receiving ddl monotherapy 
or AZT/ddI combo were highly 
comparable. Based on this study 
alone it would be difficult to 
ascertain, after eliminating AZT 
monotherapy, which other regi¬ 
men is clearly the best. The deci¬ 
sion whether to initiate mono ddl 
or combo therapies will probably 
be at the discretion of the patient 
and physician. Patients should try 
to assure themselves that a recom¬ 
mendation to pursue monotherapy 
ddl is not merely a reflection of an 
HMO’s call for cost-savings. 
There are many considerations to 
be weighed in choosing one’s first 
HIV-therapy. Not the least of these 
is toxicities. 

When looking only at data on 
patients previously treated with 
AZT (our non-virgins) the greatest 
benefit was found in either switch¬ 
ing to ddl or initiating AZT/ddI 
combination therapy. Patients who 
were randomized to receive 
AZT/ddC did only slightly better 
than those who were receiving 
AZT monotherapy. 

For patients who have long 
since exhausted the AZT, ddl, ddC 
mono vs. combo smorgasbord, 
new data on d4T was also recently 
released at the ICAAC conference 
in San Francisco this month. 
Another gray area is whether

I developed the above compos¬ 
ite example, which is fairly typi¬ 
cal, to illustrate a main point: 
none of the changes cited by the 
hypothetical HIVer are, in fact, 
significant. There is no proven 
statistical difference between hav¬ 
ing 250 and 300 T-cells, or 
between having a viral load of 
50,000 and 350,000. All the 
scanty evidence we have tends to 
suggest the opposite, that there is 
no clinical difference between 
these levels. But when your life’s 
at stake, it’s hard to remember 
such dry scientific rules and to 
ignore such dramatic changes in 
numbers. Besides, no one can 
interpret the figures for you, so 
you have to judge for yourself by 
gut instinct. 

Anyway, not everyone can 
play the numbers game. First of 
all, you have to have a few num¬ 
bers to play with. My T-cell 
count of 17 doesn’t allow for 


much up-and-down. Second of 
all, you need really good insur¬ 
ance to pay for all these fancy 
tests. My insurer still makes a 
stink about my getting T-cell 
tests! Finally, you need some 
options with which to react to the 
reported changes. The PWA 
hypothesized above counted on 
adding a second protease 
inhibitor - if he needs a third, 
will it be there in time? The 
pipeline is looking rather empty 
these days. What value is there in 
being told that none of the thera¬ 
pies available seem to be work¬ 
ing, but that there’s nothing else? 

Ultimately, the PWAs who do 
best are those who use such tests 
to stay in close touch with what’s 
going on in their bodies, rather 
than those who use them to deny 
the troubling awareness of mount¬ 
ing symptoms. The viral load test 
will probably be more useful as a 
research tool than as a clinical 
instrument, but it can only verify a 
good treatment, not find it. Let us 
hope it helps us find the cure 
faster. ▼ 


AZT/3TC is potentially superior 
to ddl monotherapy or other AZT 
combos. Ultimately, we find our¬ 
selves as patients anu patient 
advocates searching for therapies 
which will provide us sustained 
effect with the fewest possible 
side effects. The idea of relying on 
one treatment plan for an indefi¬ 
nite period of time, or hopping 
from one monotherapy to another, 
seems to be moving towards obso¬ 
lescence. This will certainly not be 
convenient for physicians or with¬ 
out confusion for patients. 

Safe to say, there’s nothing 
glamorous about any of the drugs 
in question, but data such as this, 
finally showing us a survival ben¬ 
efit, is pretty dam compelling. If 
you’ve never tried any of these 
drugs, search out people who have 
found creative ways of managing 
daily treatment. It doesn’t have to 
be as difficult as you’ve heard; 
and it doesn’t have to be forever. 

Finally, in light of the results of 
ACTG 175, one might think that 
the pharmaceutical companies that 
are now developing the next class 
of anti-HIV drugs (protease 
inhibitors) would jump at the 
opportunity to create combination 
protease studies. Hardly any AIDS 
activist you talk to today believes 
that a monotherapy protease is 
going to offer sustained increases 
in CD4 or decreases in viral load. 

The unfortunate reality is that 
we will probably see three differ¬ 
ent protease inhibitors approved 
as monotherapies in the next 12- 
18 months. Within that time peri¬ 
od we might see one combination 
study starting. Some other person 
with HIV will have to write an 
article in the year 1999, telling 
the community about promising 
results that came too late because 
we couldn’t get industry to 
promise to work together before a 
“return on profits and ample mar¬ 
ket share” were first tended to. ▼

you, but call 911 right now. I’ve just been mugged.’ 

‘They were wonderful. They called 911 and then 
came out and asked if I wanted to come inside.” 

Haynes told the B.A.R. that police responded to the 
call within ten minutes, and that their response was 
wonderful, albeit a bit slow. 

“They apologized, and said that the officer 


assigned to the area was involved in making an arrest. 
They were fine. They were really great,” he said. 

Haynes said it was difficult to provide a 
description of the suspects because their faces 
were mostly obscured by the ski masks. The gun¬ 
man was wearing blue jeans and a black cotton 
jacket. He described both suspects as being about 6 
feet tall. 

“It’s kind of bizarre, but I’m glad I wasn’t carrying 
my whistle, because I would have probably been shot 
had I tried to use it,” he said.

Gail Kaufman, a spokes¬ 
woman for the San Francisco 
Unified School District, said 
the district was shocked by the 
ruling and was considering an 
appeal. 

“This had nothing to do 
with the teachers’ character,” 
Kaufman said. “I’m not sug¬ 
gesting it was necessarily good 
judgment, but I think it was an 
incident that has been certainly 
dealt with by the district.” 

At issue was a talk given 
April 24, 1992, at San 

Francisco’s Everett Middle 
School. Students from two 
classes were grouped together 
to hear guest speakers from the 
group Community United 
Against Violence speaking 
about hate crimes and violence 
against homosexuals. 

However, a girl in the class 
told her parents it went much 
further. One of the speakers, a 


lesbian, allegedly told the 
class, when asked about her 
sexual feelings, that she “did 
not want to be a man; I just use 
a dildo.” The speaker then 
went on to explain to the class 
how to use a dildo for oral and 
anal sex. 

Lester Olmstead-Rose, 
Community United Against 
Violence executive director, 
flatly disputed published 
accounts of the 1992 incident, 
and said that while one of the 
Community United Against 
Violence speakers talked about 
her private sex life in response 
to a question, “We don’t do 
that anymore, for better or for 
worse.” 

Bruce Budnick, the parent 
who filed the suit - and also 
reported the incident as “child 
abuse” to the San Francisco 
Police Department - said he 
was shocked when his daugh¬ 
ter relayed what had been told 
to the class. 

“They were basically prose¬ 
lytizing these kids, saying how 
good it was to use sex toys,” he 
said. “It’s unbelievable.” 

Olmstead-Rose called 
Budnick’s remarks “outra¬ 
geous.” 

“He’s completely insipid, 
and that’s the nicest thing that I 


can say,” Olmstead-Rose said. 

He said there had been no 
other incidents involving the 
speaker program of the anti¬ 
violence group, and called it a 
“red herring.” 

“What this is really about is 
the right wing agenda, of mak¬ 
ing it impossible for gay peo¬ 
ple to be open and talk about 
our lives.” 

Olmstead-Rose said the 
decision of the subcommittee 
is not finalized, and pointed 
out that the representatives 
who made the decision were 
Republican appointees of 
Governor Pete Wilson and for¬ 
mer Governor George 
Deukmejian. 

San Francisco Supervisor 
Susan Leal wondered why the 
state was so interested in disci¬ 
plining the teachers when the 
local school board had decided 
not to. 

“Why are two gay teachers 
being singled out? It looks 
pretty fishy,” she said. 

Kaufman said guidelines 
have since been put into place by 
the school district to make it 
clear to guest speakers what they 
can discuss with students. ▼

Court Surprise in ‘Don’t Ask’

The legal challenge to the 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” policy of 
gays in the military took an unex¬ 
pected leap forward Wednesday, 
September 20, and observers are 
not quite sure what to make of it. 

A three-member panel of the 
U.S. Court of Appeals for the 
Fourth Circuit heard oral argu¬ 
ments September 12 in the case of 
Lieutenant Paul B. Thomasson. It 
is the challenge to the “new” ban 
on gays in the military which is 
furthest along in the federal court 
system. The panel was expected to 
render its decision later this fall. 

But little more than a week 
later the court issued a ruling say¬ 
ing the entire Fourth Circuit, en 
banc, would rehear the case dur¬ 
ing the first week of December. 
The panel had polled their col¬ 
leagues and a majority voted to 
- take that action. 

“It is unusual to have a hearing 
en banc, but it is particularly 
unusual for a panel to order a 
hearing en banc without first hav¬ 
ing rendered a decision,” said 
Allan B. Moore, attorney for 
Thomasson. 

“If the court was not troubled 
by the government’s position in 
this case, they presumably would 
not have felt the need to call the 
rest of their colleagues to come 
into the case to hear it with them.” 
he speculated. “The court appreci¬ 
ates that there are some very seri¬ 
ous constitutional issues raised 
here and they are going to be sure 
this case gets their full attention.” 

Michele Benecke, co-director 
of the Servicemembers Legal 
Defense Network, concurs with 
that interpretation. “I think this 
panel was clearly troubled at the 
hearing, so I am a little encour¬ 
aged by their decision to go en 
banc.” She said that action is 
much more common in the Fourth 
Circuit than in other circuits. 


She pointed to strong case law 
protecting the speech of gays and 
lesbians which has come from the 
circuit. “If we get them on any¬ 
thing, it is going to be on that First 
Amendment argument. And that is 
why I am hopeful.” 

A dissenting view came from 
Beatrice Dohm, legal director 
with the Lambda Legal Defense 
and Education Fund. “It’s not 
good news for us. I think the rea¬ 
son why you went from a two 
Clinton appointee panel up to en 
banc is because two-to-one is not 
how the overall court divides up 
on an issue as political and impor¬ 
tant as this.” 

There was speculation from 
among observers of the court that 
perhaps the panel simply saved 
themselves the trouble of writing 
a formal opinion when it became 
clear, through conversation with 
their peers, that the entire group 
would review the decision. 

Or perhaps the reason lies in 
the growing case load of chal¬ 
lenges to the ban within the 
Fourth Circuit, home to the 
Pentagon and the world’s largest 
concentration of military bases, in 
the Norfolk area. The judges may 
simply want to clear away some 
of that workload. 

Finally there is the vanity fac¬ 
tor. The judges realize the impor¬ 
tance of the issue and that it ulti¬ 
mately will be resolved by the 
Supreme Court, and they want to 
be there first, to leave their mark 
on the decision. 

Whatever the reason, it looks 
like the Thomasson case, and the 
Able case under appeal in New 
York, will have opinions issued in 
the first part of next year, and will 
likely head to the Supreme Court. 
The major question now is, will 
that body hear arguments in the 
spring or in the fall? Either course 
is likely to thrust gays back into 
the public spotlight during the 
presidential campaign. T

Bi the number of gay and 
lesbian images in movies, music 
and television has exploded. This 
explosion was detailed in the 
September cover story “Gay ’90s” 
in the pop culture bibie 
Entertainment Weekly. But does 
this really represent a new gay 
decade in entertainment or just the 
community’s 15 minutes of fame? 

Entertainment Weekly devoted 
25 pages to its meaty special 
report, tracing the history of gays 
in the industry, and highlighting 
movers and shakers like David 
Geffen, Melissa Etheridge and 
Clive Barker. Reader surveys, 
celebrity photos and soundbite- 
size quotes crammed three articles 
on the subject. The reporting was 
typically informative and readable, 
but not to be taken too seriously. 

Rather than simply counting 
gay characters. Entertainment 
Weekly also focused on the increas¬ 
ingly pervasive gay sensibility of 
the media, which is more difficult 
to quantify. This sensibility can be 
found in non-explicitly gay prod¬ 
ucts, from the homoerotic Batman 
Forever to the camp-fortified 
Absolutely Fabulous. It can also be 
found in the double-entendre-rid¬ 
den, dish-laden pages of 
Entertainment Weekly itself.

Theatre is Lifeblood f@r ■

F or gay San Francisco actor Brian Thorstenson, theater 
is a lifeline. “The theater has been my creative outlet 
since high school,” he says. “If it was not around, I 
would not be around. I would just kind of check out.” 
In the last year, Thorstenson’s lifeline has kept the 35-year-old 
actor in a flurry of activity. He emerged from a three-year act¬ 
ing hiatus to pen his first “solo play,” Heading South, which he 
produced and starred in earlier this year, went on to acting 
duties in the baseball one-acts called Hitting for the Cycle over 
the summer, and next week co-stars in Constance Congdon’s 
dark comedy Dog Opera at the Magic Theater. 

The tall, red-headed Thorstenson took a break from 
rehearsals recently to discuss the renaissance his career seems 
to be undergoing. The focus of this year, Thorstenson says, 
was initially going to be on Heading South, the first piece of 
writing the actor had ever attempted, let alone performed. 
“Writing is something I’ve wanted to do since I was 15 or 16,” 
he says. “I took three years to get the thing written, and I loved 
performing it.” The one-man play follows an eccentric collec¬ 
tion of characters drawn from Thorstenson’s life: Curtis, the 
gay waiter and center of the show is based on a character he 
played in Doug Holsclaw’s Life of The Party; the small-town 
gay teacher who has his First gay affair in a San Francisco hotel 
room was based on one of Thorstenson’s own grade school 
teachers; and other characters came from stories friends had 
told him as well as from Thorstenson’s own imagination.

Jewish lesbian folksinger? Let me count

n the 1950s, Confidential mag¬ 
azine published a story accus¬ 
ing actress Lizabeth Scott of 
unnatural desires. Scott sued, 
but because of a technicality (she 
filed in the wrong state), the case 
never came to trial and her career 
was ruined, as it probably would 
have been even if she’d won. If 
two generations of Hollywood les¬ 
bians hadn’t already figured out 
what the traffic would bear regard¬ 
ing their sexuality, Scott’s demise 
was a vivid hint. 

Lesbians have always been a 
presence in Tinseltown, but such a 
covert one that the specifics of the 
early days will likely remain 
murky forever. Even in death a 
star’s friends and colleagues often 
feel protective of her image and 
reputation. 

The closet door cracked open 
slightly last year when Boze 
Hadleigh published Hollywood 
Lesbians, his elliptical chats with 
10 now-deceased members of the 
art and entertainment world’s 
“Sewing Circle.” Most of his inter¬ 
viewees - among them 
designer Edith Head, 
director Dorothy Arzner 
and actresses Agnes 
Moorehead, Barbara 
Stanwyck and 
Judith Anderson 
- were less than 
forthcoming 
when talk 
turned to their 
private lives.

edged ro¬ 
mantic inter¬ 
est in another 
woman.

Hopping 
beds 

Axel Mad¬ 
sen’s The Sew¬ 
ing Circle exam¬ 
ines the activities 
of lesbian and 
bisexual women 
during the movies’ so- 
called Golden Age. The 
author’s main sources are 
previous Hollywood bios and 
three decades of interviews. He 
culls little new data about most of 
his subjects, so his book, to use 
its term, “bed-hops.” A line or 
two about Marjorie Main here, a 
few paragraphs about Judy 
Garland there, but often scarcely 
more than the revelation - and 
not always, (e.g., Libby Holman) 
“for the first time” in print, as the 
dust jacket asserts - that they 
loved, or may have loved, other 
women. 

With Main (a.k.a. Ma Kettle), 
for example. The Sewing Circle 
identifies the actress Spring 
Byington as a lover, but his 
announcement that the two lived 
together is the extent of Madsen’s 
report on their relationship. As for 
Garland, Madsen diagnoses (in a 
bizarrely constructed sentence), 
“Yet her life was a careening roller 
coaster of emotional turmoil, 
addiction, tempestuous marriages 
and, for romantic solace, other 
women.” The writer informs read¬ 
ers that “[ojral sex gave her more 
satisfaction than traditional inter¬ 
course,” but despite offering this 
intimate tidbit, doesn’t come up 
with the name of a single female 
companion with whom he can say 
with certitude that Garland had a 
relationship, emotional, sexual or 
otherwise. 


Oft-told tales 

In lieu of origi¬ 
nal information 
about Holly¬ 

wood’s sapphic 
set, Madsen 

dredges up the oft- 
told tales of writer bon vivant 
Mercedes de Acosta’s affairs with 
Greta Garbo and Marlene 
Dietrich. Fully a third of The 
Sewing Circle is dedicated to recy¬ 
cling these romances. When 
Madsen does come up with some¬ 
thing unusual - such as the claim 
that “[i]n contrast to almost every¬ 
body else in Hollywood, [MGM 
production chief Irving] Thalberg 
knew Garbo was a lesbian” - the 
source is rarely listed. 

De Acosta’s 1960 autobiogra¬ 
phy Here Lies the Heart, in which 
she rhapsodizes over Garbo, is fast 
becoming the most quoted movie 
book of the mid-1990s, though not 
everyone takes it as gospel. 
According to Libby Holman’s 
biographer, the singer-actress 
referred to de Acosta’s book as 
Here Lies the Heart - and Lies and 
Lies and Lies. Its accuracy aside 
Here Lies is beyond shopworn as a 
biographical source - future Garbo 
biographers should seek new ones 


A word about publishing 

And now a word about pub¬ 
lishing. Almost as annoying as its 
slapdash scholarship is the sloppy 
editing and proofreading of The 
Sewing Circle. Why didn’t 
Madsen’s editor press him for 
more detail about many of the

or find a new subject. 

Perhaps to add spice, Madsen 
includes quotes from Antoni 
Gronowicz’s Garbo: Her Story. 
Madsen admits that the book is 
“controversial,” but gives his read¬ 
ers no clue as to the spuriousness 
of its pedigree - Barry Paris dis¬ 
sects Garbo: Her Story's numer¬ 
ous errors and fabrications in an 
appendix to his 1995 Garbo. 
Madsen’s duplication of Garbo: 
Her Story's innuendo - Gronowicz 
is one of the few people the pub¬ 
licity-shy Garbo ever threatened 
with legal action - gives it cre¬ 
dence it likely doesn’t deserve.

As she comes closer to attaining 
her dream, she is seduced by 
glamour, money, power, fame and 
lesbians. The price is just too 
high for our little Nomi - she may 
parade around in dreadful black 
plastic bondage outfits, but she 
still has her pride. (Warning, 
Ending Giveaway: just as she 
reaches the pinnacle of her suc¬ 
cess, she hitches out of Vegas, as 
tempestuous, and pouty as she 
came in.) 

I suppose it wasn’t such a bad 
idea. The film might eventually 
be a camp favorite, like A Star is 
Born or All About Eve (it’s really 
too soon to tell; camp reveals 
itself over time), but I doubt it. 
Showgirls is just too damn bor¬ 
ing. The dance sequences are 
pretty great, in a tasteless, over¬ 
done, glitzy Vegas way, and some 
of the sex scenes are reasonably 
hot. But as Joe-Bob Briggs would 
say, there’s way too much plot 
getting in the way of the story. It 
seems that Eszterhas and 
Verhoeven thought they were 
making a real movie; they kept 
interrupting the dance numbers 
and sex scenes and sticking in 
bits of plot or dialogue. But let’s 
face it: Showgirls is soft-core 
porn, and when you’re making 
porn, it’s not a good idea to have 
too much plot development in 
between the dirty parts. You lose 
dramatic tension. 

And if a movie is going to be 


this stereotypically sleazy about 
lesbian sex, it bloody well better 
put out. This one doesn’t. It’s a 
total clit-tease. There’s not one 
single lesbian sex scene in the 
entire movie. Not one. I counted. 
There’s teasing and flirting and 
girl-girl erotic dancing and a lot 
of attempted seduction, but it all 
gets consummated in one measly 
kiss. It was a serious kiss, mind 
you, with tongues and every¬ 
thing, but a kiss is still a kiss. 
There’s not enough fun, lezzy 
smut to justify the depiction of 
Cristal (Gina Gershon, Nomi’s 
would-be seductress) as yet 
another conniving, power-hun¬ 
gry, predatory, lesbian woman- 
thing using sex as a power tool. 

To be fair, just about everyone 


in this movie is conniving and 
predatory and uses sex as a power 
tool - at least Cristal doesn’t 
murder anyone with an ice pick. 
To put things in proper perspec¬ 
tive, we’re not talking Basic 
Instinct here. Showgirls’ vision 
of women and lesbianism is 
obnoxious and sexist and 
extremely tedious, but it’s not 
grotesquely offensive. It’s simply 
trash, the sort of movie in which 
women take their clothes off or 
go around with their shirts unbut¬ 
toned for no apparent reason; and 
I feel just fine about that. But the 
pretension to be something more 
is annoying. It’s silly and trite 
and detracts from the film’s rai¬ 
son d’etre - glitzy, tasteless, half- 
naked showgirls. T

Sexy but Unsavory

anielle Ouimet plays

of Darkness, part of the Castro 
Theatre’s Sept. 30-Oct. 5 “The 
Unsavory and the Dead” series. 
Daughters and Tony Scott’s The 
Hunger, both on an Oct. 4 bill, are 
variations on the myth of Elisabeth 
Bathory, a gal with an insatiable 
yen for nubile femmes. In the 
Daughters version, Seyrig’s 
“ancestor” captured and tortured 
them, “then pierced their veins 
with rusty nails and slit their 
throats” before, as Seyrig breath¬ 
lessly relates, “their white bodies 
pumped out young blood over her 
naked skin.” Seyrig is so stylishly 
predatory one can’t help but root 
for her as she tries to lure the inno¬ 
cent Valerie (Andrea Rau) away 
from her uncaring, possibly homo¬ 
sexual, husband. Another highlight 
of the Castro series is the Sept. 30 
and Oct. 1 pairing of Roman 
Polanski’s Rosemary’s Baby and 
The Fearless Vampire Killers. 
Polanski described Killers in his 
1984 autobiography: “Our basic 
aim was to parody the genre in 
every way possible while making a

picture that would, at the same 
time, be witty, elegant, and visual¬ 
ly pleasing.

individuals profiled? Or ask him 
to curb the stream of conscious¬ 
ness - this “bed-hopping” tome 
reads like an evening with a tipsy 
gossip who blurts a dizzying ton 
of dirt in no particular order. One 
example: interrupting the glimpse 
at Aldous and Maria Huxley with 
an aside about Janet Gay nor that 
could have waited until the brief 
Huxley tale had been completed. 
This style of delivery might be 
entertaining at a party but is 
annoying on the page. 

Why did the copy editor miss 
the many repetitive phrases? At 
least three times lesbian relation¬ 
ships are said to be “fraught with” 
danger or risk. And who missed 
such contradictions as the con¬ 
tention in one chapter that as a les¬ 
bian madam in Walk on the Wild 


Side Stanwyck’s love for one of 
her prostitutes was “diluted” from 
its source - hard to fathom, since 
the character isn’t even lesbian in 
Nelson Algren’s novel - while the 
next chapter states correctly that 
“Stanwyck’s lesbianism in Walk 
on the Wild Side was thrown in for 
effect”? 

As for the proofing, this is the 
worst example of it in a movie 
book since Emanuel Levy’s 
George Cukor biography last year. 
Director Fred Zinnemann 
becomes Fred “Zimmerman,” 
early gay activist Dorr Legg’s first 
name appears several times as 
“Door” (the computer spell check¬ 
er must have let that one go by) 
and the names of Beryl Reid, 
Brooks Atkinson, Jill Esmond, 
Cecile de Rothschild and the city 
of Sydney, Australia, are mangled 
once or repeatedly. 

As for the lost art of fact 
checking, wrong dates are given 


for the rescission of the American 
Psychological Association’s diag¬ 
nosis of homosexuality as a men¬ 
tal illness (it happened in 1973, 
not 1972) and the tightening of 
the Hollywood Code (1934 not 
1932). George Bancroft is credit¬ 
ed with a line actually spoken by 
Chick Chandler in Rowland 
Brown’s 1933 Blood Money. And 
Madsen knows better than to call 
the gender-bending Sylvia 
Scarlett (1935) “the biggest fias¬ 
co of George Cukor’s career.” The 
Blue Bird(\916) - not to mention 
his dismissal from Gone With the 
Wind (1939) or Two-Faced 
Woman (1941), Garbo’s last pic¬ 
ture - was a far grander debacle. 

Even the best books contain 
mistakes and oversights, but when 
the bloopers reach a certain pro¬ 
portion, it may be an indication 
that a manuscript was sent to the 
printer prematurely. This is one of 
those instances. ▼

Undaunted by the money-, 
time- and energy-draining experi¬ 
ence of producing and performing 
the show, Thorstenson says he will 
continue writing and will “disap¬ 
pear” again to complete the play 
he has swimming in his head. 
Until then, he will concentrate his 
energy on acting, an activity he 
says he began as a youth in 
Oregon to get away from his par¬ 
ents. “You know when you start to 
realize you’re gay and you have 
all these coming out issues?” he 
queries. “Acting helped me figure 
out that I had something to say 
and that I could be an artist. It was 
totally new to express myself cre¬ 
atively.” 

After completing college at 
Willamette in Salem, Oregon, and 
after a brief stint in North Dakota 
(“Don’t ask,” Thorstenson 
muses), the lanky actor settled in 
San Francisco, where he hooked 
up with the Z Collective, which 
has since disbanded and re- 
emerged as the Z Space Studio. “I 
moved here because I knew it 
would be okay to be gay,” 
Thorstenson says. “I never passed 
for straight growing up, so I was 
constantly faced with: 'Who am 
I?’ All I am is gay, gay, gay, gay, 
gay because that’s all I allowed 
myself to be. I can live here and 
be gay and be comfortable with 
that and not be strident and be 
able to discover some other things 
about myself. The gay communi¬ 
ty is very important to me. It’s 
home.” 

Most of Thorstenson’s roles in 
San Francisco have been gay 
roles, a choice the actor himself 
has made. “I don’t get called to 
audition unless it’s for a gay role,” 
he says. “It is conceivable I could 
audition for non-gay parts, but 
there are just some roles I’m not 
going to get because of my physi¬ 
cal type and my vocal quality. I’m 
not going to be Stanley in A 
Streetcar Named Desire. But 
when I’m 50 I would like to do 
character roles like George in 
Who’s Afraid of Virginia Woolf? ” 

Characters wake up, 
smell coffee 

Peter, the character 
Thorstenson plays in Dog Opera, 
is a 35-year-old gay man who 
moved from Queens to Manhattan 
with Madeline, his best straight 
friend from childhood. Peter is 
single, doesn’t like the way he 
looks, has a hard time dating, des¬ 
perately wants a relationship and 
has an up-and-down relationship 
with his parents. “Every once in a 
while a role comes along that has 
a tremendous amount of reso¬ 
nance in your personal life,” 
Thorstenson says. “This is one of 
those roles. I’m not going to say 
Peter and I have all the same 
issues, but there is a lot of similar¬

career he’ll play a character with 
romantic inclinations. “It is very 
difficult for me to bring my sexu¬ 
ality - not my homosexuality but 
who I am as a sexual being - onto 
the stage. I kiss three of the four 
men in the play, which is more 
kissing than I’ve had in a really 
long time, but we won’t get into 
that. They’re all really cute, so 
that makes it easier.” 

Thorstenson says he has 
reached a point in his career where 
he wants to reevaluate his options 
in the theater, now that writing has 
subsumed a portion of his creative 
energy. But some of his best days 
have been on a stage. The day he 
turned 30, for instance, he was 
performing in a Z Collective pro¬ 
duction called The Bug. “I was 
working with people I adored in 
this wonderful ensemble setting 
and we had a hit show on our 
hands,” Thorstenson recalls. “I 
was 30 and it was great. I’m not 
quite so excited about 35.” 

Another emotional highlight, 
one that chokes Thorstenson up 
just to tell it, came during the run 
of Holsclaw’s The Life of the 
Party. “We had been doing the 
show off and on for about a year,” 
Thorstenson explains, “and they 
wanted us to do a couple perfor¬ 
mances during Gay Pride week. 
The performances were just like 
crystal.” The actor pauses at the 
memory. “They were perfectly 
articulated and delicate and fragile 
and vulnerable and sparkling all at 
the same time. It was a time when 
theater was addressing a specific 
audience. We knew people were 
going to understand what we were 
doing, and they did.” 

At 35, Thorstenson says he is 
happy with his life. “A lot of my 
satisfaction comes from owning 
choices I’ve made. I’ve chosen to 
stay here. I’d have a different life 
and a different career if I hadn’t. 
When I look back to my 20-year- 
old vision of what I would be at 
35, I’m not even close, though. I 
thought I’d be a movie star by 
now. It’s an embarrassing thing to 
admit. But still, I have a lot in my 
life here that interests me. You just 
have to play the moments.” V

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ity with what is going on in my 
own life right now. The challenge 
is to sort out what is mine and 
what is Peter’s.” 

In the play, Peter and Madeline 
have retreated into their own 
secure little world after losing too 
many friends to AIDS. When a 
major crisis occurs, the friends are 
forced out of their isolated bubble 
and must face the real world. 
“This play was written by a 
straight woman,” Thorstenson 
explains, “who has obviously 
spent a lot of time in the gay 
world. We all have straight 
women friends - if we don’t now 
we did at some point - and we 
know the importance of that rela¬ 
tionship.” 

Dog Opera marks the first 
time in Thorstenson’s 17-year

Mars and Bond

F ags are wearing dresses, 
dykes are sporting mus¬ 
taches - the sixth annual 
Solo Mio Solo Theater 
Festival is turning out to be one 
great big genderfuck. 

Case in point: New York per¬ 
formance artist and self-described 
“drag king” Shelly Mars brought 
her mostly solo show Invasion 
From Mars to the Bay front 
Theater last week and rattled a 
few rafters. Invasion begins with a 
cute little sketch about Martin, a 
straight male pervert. After failing 
to connect with a suitable 
“masseuse” on the phone - one’s 
too old, one’s tits aren’t big 
enough, one is too forceful - 
Martin releases his sexual energy 
by making a masturbatory mess of 
the stage. After a few jokes - 
“Why do men come before 
women? Who cares?” or “Know 
what I like best in a girl? My 
dick!” - Mars evokes Martin’s 
“sexuality” by jerking off first 
with a banana, which she then eats 
and spits out, and then with a beer 
bottle, the contents of which are 
sprayed in various directions 
across the stage. Straight men 
have never seemed so appealing. 

Mars is a great man, and she is 
able to play one as something 
other than a pervert, which she 
demonstrates in the person of 
Peter Powell, a delusional PWA 
who delivers an affecting mono¬ 
logue and appears again in the 
show’s heavenly coda. Mars is 
equally good as a woman. Her 
most defined character is that of 
Marguerite Baker, her grandmoth-

er’s simple-minded cleaning lady. 
Mars is no sentimentalist, so it 
comes as no surprise when, play¬ 
ing herself, she attempts to shock 
the befuddled Marguerite by 
describing the intricacies of les¬ 
bian life. This is edgy comedy that 
Mars is skilled enough to pull off. 

Other characters in this high- 
energy pageant include: Tammy, a 
lipstick lesbian (“There are over 
200 shades and that still isn’t 
enough”) who disses a babe in a 
bar with “She looked like an early 
Janis Ian song”; Zena Anna Rose, 
a Jewish lesbian spiritualist poet 
whose work includes this classic 
line: “Unpack the granola that lay 
dormant under winter’s anus”; and 
Susan “blah blah” Powell, Peter’s 


upper-crusty mother 
whose Fifth Avenue 
troubles are lost in 
the elegant swirl of 
her martini. 

Caustic, vital and 
kinetic. Mars is a per¬ 
former to watch. As 
she perfects her craft, 
calibrates her charac¬ 
ters, and harnesses 
her energy she’ll 
only get better and 
better. She may be 
stellar now, but just 
wait. In a few years 
it’ll be to the moon, 

Mars, to the moon. 

Planet Bond 

The crescent 
moon that adorns the 
Climate Theatre 
stage in The Moon In 
the Gutter, Justin 
Bond’s Solo Mio 
show, is just big 
enough for Miz Bond 
to recline upon and 
belt his little heart 
out, which he does in 
his inimitable fashion 
in this skewed 
Southern drawl of a 
performance piece. 

Loosely defined 
as a narrative cabaret 
act. The Moon In the 
Gutter showcases 

Bond’s unique vocal - 

talents and his 
bizarre, yet appealing, gender 
wacky persona. Bond’s southern 
Gothic drag includes a sheer neg¬ 
ligee-type dress, long, lacey slip, 
loads of dark blue eye shadow, no 
shoes and no 
padding. The lus¬ 
trous, perky hair, of 
course, is Bond’s 
own. This no-frills 
drag helps create a 
fuzzy gender zone 
that is heightened 
by the text of the 
show. Bond has 
grafted some of his 
own dramatic mate¬ 
rial onto Tennessee 
Williams ( Orpheus 
Descending) and 
Jack Kerouac (Tris- 
tessa) to create a 
hodgepodge of sul¬ 
try, sour and sullen 
vignettes. 

What the show 
may lack in specific 
dramatic coherence 
it makes up for in 
musical ballsiness. 
Bond’s cabaret lives 
somewhere between 
a camp Billie 
Holiday and a more 
refined Courtney 
Love. His songs 
range from David 

_ Bowie’s Rock and 

Roll Suicide to Kurt 
Cobain’s Dumb, from Leonard 
Cohen’s Joan of Arc to Joy 
Division’s Heart and Soul and 
Atmosphere. Each number is per¬ 
formed with the sort of manic, 
gutsy bravado that Bond devel¬ 
oped through his boozy lounge 
character, Kiki. 

With fine piano accompani¬ 
ment by Richard “Scrumbly” 
Koldewyn, The Moon In the 
Gutter is a winner for Bond and 
his moody, defiant, sexually 
ambiguous portrait of an enigmat- 
iq southern belle/boy. ▼

Friday’s performance of 
Handel’s oratorio was the second 
to last in a week-long run that 
began last week in Berkeley at 
First Congregational Church, 
when the distinguished period- 
instrument ensemble launched its 
15th concert season, the 10th 
under Music Director Nicholas 
McGegan. Friday’s performance 


served notice of this fruitful 
ongoing relationship. Under 
McGegan’s baton, singers, 
orchestra, and Marika Kuzma’s 
University of California 
Chamber Chorus delivered a fer¬ 
vid, engaging account of 
Handel’s sublime 1739 oratorio, 
the composer’s fourth and, 
arguably most popular work in 
this form. 

Popular with good reason. 
The score, written for chorus, 
chamber orchestra, and seven 
vocalists, never fails to be less 
than captivating. Though nearly 
three hours in length, Saul 
abounds in musical riches of the 
greatest value and variety. And 
when performed with the kind of 
attention to detail shown Friday, 
the net result puts to shame all 
those sorry sops who complain 
that Handel is for fussbudgets 
and schoolmarms. On the con¬ 
trary, this is vital music for the 
ages. 

Handel, of course, wouldn’t 
have had it any other way. 
Though he was a composer prac¬ 
tical enough to write for his own 
time and custom, Handel 'knew 
how to pitch his work to Eternity. 
Saul is, unquestionably, one of 
Handel’s eternal works. The 
score speaks for itself: the beau¬ 
ty, scale and detail of the vocal 
ensembles and solo arias, strik¬ 
ing effects of the orchestration, 
and complexity of the choral 
writing are so imaginative that 
the work can’t help but evoke a 
sense of awe and spiritual expan¬ 
siveness in listeners of any age, 
of any time. 

The music is one thing, but if 
you give a hang about librettos, 
Saul is no picnic. Penned by

Charles Jennens (who later wrote 
The Messiah), Saul recounts the 
familiar Old Testament story of 
the eclipse of King Saul by 
David, who, as the story goes, 
did away with Goliath and the 
Philistines in one fell swoop 
before moving in on Saul’s 
daughter, Michal. The oratorio 
ends with reports of the death of 
Saul and his son Jonathan in bat¬ 
tle and the recognition of David 
as leader of the Hebrews. 

Naturally, Handel fashioned 
suitably dramatic music for each 
scene. But on Friday dramatic 
contrasts were largely confined 
to the orchestra, which respond¬ 
ed with remarkable sensitivity to 
McGegan’s assiduous direction. 
The singers seemed more con¬ 
cerned with turning in accurate 
musical performances than ones 
that lived and breathed with the 
libretto. As a result, stock 
expressions of grief, joy and 
indignation frequently replaced 
the real thing. 

Still, what matters most in 
Saul is the music, and Friday’s 
singers dispatched their parts 
with honors, give or take occa¬ 
sional lapses in textual clarity 
and the intermittent wobble and 
whoop of a strained voice. 
Soprano Elizabeth Carter, mak¬ 
ing her Philharmonia Baroque 
debut in these performances, 
lacked nothing in vocal aplomb 
in her portrayal of Merab. Her 
voice is warm and spontaneous 
and, though a bit inflexible in its 
lower reaches, ascends easily to 
higher climes and just about 
everywhere in-between. She 
revealed a perfectly thrilling trill 
in several of the more elaborate¬ 
ly embellished arias. Dominique 
Labelle’s Michall was even bet¬ 
ter. Sweet, clear and sure of 
pitch, the Canadian soprano 
proved sensitive to the score’s 
myriad subtle shadings, and her 
duet with David (David 
Daniels), “How well in thee does 


heaven compensate,” was a 
model of Handelian restraint and 
poise. 

Baritone David Evitts’ Saul, 
tenor Steve Stolen’s Jonathan, 
and tenor Neal Rogers’ Abner 
were revealing in their parts, if a 
tad undernourished. 

Friday’s revelation, however, 
was countertenor David Daniels, 
who, in addition to revealing a 
voice of exceptional flexibility 
and sweetness, was the singer 
who best conveyed the full range 
of drama in the music. 

As if the solo parts weren’t 
enough to hold our attention, 
Saul also abounds in splendid 
choral writing. Handel frequent¬ 
ly used choral segments in his 
oratorios to both comment on the 
action and move the story for¬ 
ward, and in Saul they work par¬ 
ticularly well because the big 
musical ideas lie well within the 
most effective vocal ranges. 
Furthermore, in closing his cho¬ 
ruses, Handel had the most 
amazing ability to bring all four 
vocal parts (bass, tenor, alto, 
soprano) together in splendid 
dramatic cadences that were cer¬ 
tainly the envy of every contra- 
puntalist after him and sources of 
joy to chorusmasters every¬ 
where. On Friday, Marika 
Kuzma’s University of 
California Chamber Chorus 
nearly stole the show with a 
thrilling display of sonic and tex¬ 
tual clarity. 

Finally, the orchestra per¬ 
formed admirably under 
McGegan, with intensity, spon¬ 
taneity, control and, for the most 
part, spot-on intonation. Alas, 
the dry acoustics of Herbst 
Theatre drained the bloom from 
the string tone, which meant this 
merry ensemble never did quite 
set the hall ringing. That job 
belonged to the soloists and cho¬ 
rus, whose praiseworthy efforts 
Friday will not soon be forgot¬ 
ten. ▼ 
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Genderbent Rock Demons Marilyn Manson 

Queen of the Banned

he liner notes of Portrait of 
an American Family, last 
year’s debut album from 
shock-rockers Marilyn 
Manson, state: “You spoon-fed us 
Saturday morning mouthfuls of 
maggots and lies disguised in your 
sugary breakfast cereals. The 
plates you made us clean were 
filled with your fears. These 
things have hardened in our soft 
pink bellies. We are what you 
have made us. We have grown up 
watching your television. We are a 
symptom of your Christian 
America, the biggest Satan of all.” 

Decidedly nihilistic and cyni¬ 
cal about bourgeois, middle-class 
life, Marilyn Manson considers 
itself a product of a dysfunctional 
white-trash American culture. Is it 
any surprise then that Marilyn 
Manson hails from sunny South 
Florida, where everybody has a 
gun and a Winnebago? “There’s 
just so much conservatism there,” 
explains Mr. Manson, the band’s 
colorful singer and namesake. 
“And so much tourism, sun and 
happiness. There needed to be an 
anti-Florida, and South Florida’s 
need for something as terrible as 
Marilyn Manson is exactly what 
spawned us.” 

Terrible indeed. With an out¬ 
landish stage show that often fea¬ 
tures nudity, blood, mock mastur¬ 
bation, and a lot of genderbend¬ 
ing, trouble seems to follow this 
band everywhere it goes. In 
Jacksonville, Florida, Mr. Manson 
spent a night in jail for “violation 
of the Adult Entertainment Code.” 
Cops nearly arrested the singer in 
Miami after he performed fellatio 
onstage. And in Salt Lake City, 
Marilyn Manson was banned from 
playing altogether. None of this 
has really surprised Mr. Manson, 
who keens defiantly, “America 
needs an anti-Christ.” 

In five short years, Marilyn 
Manson - which includes Mr. 
Manson, guitarist Daisy Berko- 
witz, bassist Twiggy Ramirez, 
keyboardist Madonna Wayne 
Gacy, and drummer Ginger Fish - 
has honed its shock-rock craft into 
an art. Though the band’s bizarre 
stage antics and "undead-drag- 
queens-from-hell” look suggest 
novelty, Marilyn Manson’s music 
leaves a lasting impression. 
Overwrought demonism aside, this 
band can wrap surprisingly hum¬ 
mable tunes around churning 
power chords and distorted vocals. 

It’s the band’s somewhat 
accessible music that attracts a 
large part of Marilyn Manson’s 
diverse audience. “There are a lot 
of extremes,” says Mr. Manson. “I 
don’t know half the time if people 
want to beat me up or fuck me. I 
can’t tell the difference! Tough 
straight people, open-minded gay 
people, and lots of in-between 
confused people. Luckily, they 
don’t kill each other. They’re all 
just being themselves, and I think 
that’s what ties them all together.” 

Breast implants 

Being true to one’s self is also 
what keeps the band together. 
“I’m just expressing my personal¬ 
ity,” explains the singer about his 
gender-bent appearance. “It seems 
like I’m constantly recreating 
myself, because I’m so bored with 
everything around me. I’ve 
always wanted to be a cartoon 
character, so I try to make myself 
look as inhuman as possible. I 
think that’s why I like drag 
queens, because they’re sort of 
like cartoon characters. There’s 
something about them that I find 
very attractive. I’ve always want¬ 
ed breast implants so that I could 
be as androgynous as possible.”

Herman’s Hermits’ “Mrs. 
Brown, You’ve Got a Lovely 
Daughter” - originally a drippy 
vignette of heterosexual heart¬ 
break - parodies proper behav¬ 
ior while delivering a heady 
dose of lesbionic sweetness. The 
context of Bobbie Gentry’s 
country tale “Ode to Billy Joe” 
was permanently altered by the 
mid-’70s TV movie-of-the- 
week that suggested repressed 
homosexuality drove Billy Joe 
to jump off the Tallahachee 
Bridge. In Phranc’s hands, the 
tale of small-town secrecy and 
oppression takes a tragic slant 
with a homophobic subtext. 

A large part of Phranc’s 
appeal lies in her playful 
approach to sex roles. Her 
tongue is planted firmly in 
cheek when she manfully prais¬ 
es her “Surferdyke Pal,” whom 
she hilariously describes as “one 
hell of a wahini.” In the misfit 
anthem “Bulldagger Swagger,” 
Phranc - sporting flattop and 
Levi’s - clarifies that she’s not 
trying to be a man (“I’m just 
being who I am, and that’s a 
very, very, very butch lesbian”) 
while causing a riot by walking 
into a ladies’ room. And 
“Goofyfoot,” the title track, is a 
surf instrumental. Is Phranc 
Annette for the ’90s? Perhaps, 
but her beach party is for us. 

I have this theory that when 
gay and lesbian musicians come 
out, their music gets better. 
Being able to express them¬ 
selves fully must have a liberat¬ 
ing effect on these artists’ cre¬ 
ative processes. Coming out 
enabled Boy George to make 
Cheapness and Beauty, the most 
personal and satisfying record 
of his lengthy career. And both 
Elton John and Marc Almond 
were able to overcome sub¬ 
stance abuse problems after they 
set the record straight, so to 
speak, about their sex lives. 
Meanwhile, the most urgent, 
harrowing rock music being 
made today comes from the

A Phranc Moment 

Phranc recently took some time out of her daily surfing ritual 
to chat with me about her recent activities. 

B.A.R: What have you been up to since 1991 ’ when you 
released Positively Phranc? 

P: Well, I've been doing a lot of surfing. I've being working on 
my visual art, three-dimensional cardboard sculpture. I'm getting 
ready for a big show at my studio called "Phranc Meets the 
Cardboard Cobbler" - shoes, lingerie. Jockey shorts, toasters, all 
made out of recycled cardboard. I've been doing work as an 
illustrator and painter, and I did my Hot August Phranc show, 
which is my Neil Diamond send-up. 

How did you hook up with Team Dresch? 

We did a show in San Francisco at the Women's Building. I 
heard them play a song, and I just stood there and cried. They 
moved me so much on just about every level. 

I went to Seattle and did two shows that Jody from Team 
Dresch set up. One of the shows was called "Free to Fight," 
which was about women's self-defense. Fifteen different acts, all 
women, performing different kinds of music. Standing in the 
back, this feeling came over me of an incredible community that 
was sharing a lot of music and was excited, very political and 
also very queer. 

I came away from that first "Free to Fight" show thinking, "I 
want to make my record. I want to make it up here, and I want 
to make it with them." I was so blessed. Everyone l called said 
they'd love to work on the record. Making Goofyfoot was like a 
dream come true. The musicians 1 worked with inspired me and 
made me excited again about playing music and recording. 

What are your plans for the future? 

I have been working on a record that deals with grief. Part of 
the reason I disappeared in 1991 is that my brother was mur¬ 
dered. I wasn't sure whether I was going to perform again after 
that. Also, I've lost a number of friends to AIDS and cancer. Loss 
is such a big part of living now for most of the people I know. 
This record is very reflective and deals with different kinds of 
loss: losing relationships, dreams, people that have died. It will 
probably be a spare record, very solo. 

The other parts of me are busting out with surf music. I got 
the surf bug really bad. I want to get a reverb unit and go crazy 
and play surf music now. 

Are you touring soon? 

I'm probably going up the coast to San Francisco near the 
end of October. I want to do small and intimate shows and get 
a really good mix of people, very young queers as well as peo¬ 
ple who have been supporting me for years. 

Any words of wisdom for budding dyke musicians? 

Go for it. If you believe in what you're doing and who you 
are, I truly believe you should follow your heart. T

Winter’s Light: Reflections of a 
Yankee Queer 

by John Preston and edited by 
Michael Lowenthal; University 
Press of New England, $19.95

|| f John Preston reflected any¬ 
thing over his writing life, it 
was that the writer is not so 
much an artist as an every- 
man. He was a self-appointed 
chronicler of stories; his nine 
anthologies have reflected as 
many facets of gay men’s lives 
throughout the ’80s and ’90s, and 
his fiction has pushed the bounds 
of the campy and the porno¬ 
graphic. In a very real sense, 
Preston validated for gay men 
who they are and from where 
they’ve come, and he did so 
without the pretense of artistic 
intention or high-mindedness. 

Preston’s modesty liberates 
both himself and the reader from 
what could have been a book 
burdened by skepticism, anger 
and sadness. No, Preston was not 
so much an artist as a chronicler. 
“We have to get it all down, ” he 
told attendees at the first annual 
OutWrite Conference in March 
1990. 

Editor Lowenthal has includ¬ 
ed that speech here (“AIDS 
Writing”), and in fact, Preston 
was referring to the writer’s 
recording of the epidemic, but it 
seems to have been the approach 
that governed his work even 
before his HIV infection. 
“Getting it all down” means 
affirming oneself and one’s com¬ 
munity; it is an act that accom¬ 
plishes no less, and no more, 
than the documentation of histo¬ 
ry- 

One can only respect the man 
because he lived so closely by 
this sentiment. “In Residence at 
the AIDS Project” tells of his 
work helping AIDS patients to 
record their stories. He also 
writes in “The Importance of 
Telling Our Stories” of his pride 
as his mother insisted that one of 
his anthologies. Hometowns: 
Gay Men Write About Where 
They Belong, be ordered for his 
hometown library. He imagines 
that a young man or woman, 
“confused and alone,” might find 
his book there and “read 
about...someone who lived in 
the same place, who went on to 
lead a decent life, and who even 
wrote a book about it all. “ 

Bold and radical 

Though some of these writ¬ 
ings may, at first, seem like 
rehashed diatribes about AIDS 
research funding, gay bashings 
or small-town discrimination, 
Preston’s were some of the first 
essays to appear on these sub¬ 
jects. For their time (only ten 
years ago), they were considered 
bold and radical. 

He wrote “A Murder in 
Maine” in 1984, after the death 
by drowning in Bangor of 
Charlie Howard. This short but 
concise piece reads both as a jus¬ 
tifiable reaction against an insid¬ 
ious hate crime and as a socio¬ 
logical commentary on the 
Bangor community’s tendency to 
blame the victim. “To appear to 
be less than perfectly masculine 
does not rationalize killing,” he 
writes. 

Of course, there was more to 
Preston than his activism. 
Winter’s Light offers a multifac¬ 
eted sketch of a sometimes con¬ 
flicted man. In Portland, Maine, 
he created a sense of home for 
himself which he lacked as a 
young gay man in Medfield, 


Massachusetts; as an adult, he 
refused to hide his identity. 
When he first moved to 
Portland, which he writes 
about in “Portland, Maine: 
Life’s Good Here,” he gained 
notoriety doing interviews 
for local TV stations in 
which he talked about being 
gay. His interviews, unlike 
those of other gay men that 
preceded his, were “not in 
silhouette.” 

Some of the more dra¬ 
matic rejections he experi¬ 
enced as a result of televi¬ 
sion exposure came from 
gay men, the type for 
whom “(b)eing gay was a 
vacation... not a life.” 

Other gay men and les¬ 
bians (the ones, we can 
assume, for whom being gay 
was a life) welcomed him. His 
message seems to be, in this 
essay as in many others, that pre¬ 
sentation of the self - in its most 
honest and simple form - is the 
way to belonging. 

Wonderful portrait 

Two other essays deserve par¬ 
ticular note if only because, in 
them, Preston veers perilously 
close to sentimentality without 
quite giving in. “A Woman of a 
Certain Age” paints a wonderful 
portrait of the perky Franny 
Peabody, ninetysomething matri¬ 
arch of Portland and - it some¬ 
times seems - of Preston. What 
she brings to this collection, 
which no one else can, including 
Preston, is a sense of history. 

AIDS is not her first epidem¬ 
ic; she nursed children through 
polio. This experience - and her 
loss of a grandson to AIDS - 
lends her a no-nonsense take on 
the epidemic, and Preston lov¬ 
ingly and playfully recounts her 
fundraising and condom distribu¬ 
tion crusades. 

The other piece, “A New 
England Chorus,” depicts 
Preston’s relationships with the 
regular customers - many of 
them older - in a Portland barber 
shop. “Everyone is a citizen in a 
barbershop. Everyone has the 
right to his opinion,” he writes. 
Even, it would seem, a gay man 
and occasional writer of pornog¬ 
raphy. 

For Preston, the barbershop 
reflects the true democratic, 
town-meeting ideal upon which 
New England was founded, an 
ideal toward which the rest of his 
essays breed skepticism. He 
chats with the regulars about 
cars, baseball and headlines. 
Though Preston’s openness 
about his sexuality in the local 
and national media are glossed 
over by his comrades (except in 
one instance where they protect 
him from a homophobic remark), 
his acceptance by them as a man 
gives him solace: “This chorus of 
New England men narrates an 
important part of my identity, 
and their collective voice is so 
strong that I have stopped fight¬ 
ing it. I sink into it. This is the 
beginning for me. I start here.” In 
this wonderful summary of his 
place in the barbershop, Preston 
reaches a level of insight toward 
which much of his other writing 
has been striving: first he is a 
New Englander, then a gay man. 

Such insight is unusual in this 
collection; there are few others 
like it, and therein lies the beau¬ 
ty of John Preston’s style. His 
simple prose reflects one who 
could only have been a simple 
and benign man. You may feel, 
after reading Winter’s Light, as if 
you’ve just shared an afternoon 
beer with him. ▼

F inal Cut is Lisa 
Haddock’s second Car¬ 
men Ramirez mystery, 
and it is infinitesimally 
less awful than the first Carmen 
Ramirez mystery.

obbi Sommers’ latest is 
an interesting variation 
on her usual erotica. 
Getting There is erotic, 
extremely so, but it is also con¬ 
siderably more than the sum of 
its parts. 

The first person narrator of 
Getting There is looking for 
more than love; she’s looking for 
validation, as she meets, lusts 
for, loves and leaves a series of 
unforgettable women. And in the 
end, she learns the truth of her 
own self-worth as she contends 
with all manner of relationship 



angst. When, in the inevitable 
couples therapy, she brings up 
her lover’s lies, the lover man¬ 
ages to twist that into the narra¬ 
tor’s “trust issues.” 

I realize that this brief synop¬ 
sis sounds like the tritest version 
of the same old, same old, but 
Sommers does an astounding job 
of creating moods that range 
from the earliest exhilaration of 
new love to the first frightening 
doubts that dampen the glow. 

Oh, yes, and did I mention 
some of the hottest and most sub¬ 
stantive erotic writing I’ve ever 
read? I’ve always been of the 
opinion that erotica limited to 
genitalia gets very stale, very 
quickly. Sommers is looking at 
some pretty important stuff in 
her novel, at trust and honesty 
and the ways in which we sabo¬ 
tage ourselves in relationships, 
and she does it with finesse.

Comments like that make us 
wonder on which side of the fence 
Mr. Manson sits. “People have 
always asked me if I’m bisexual,” 
he says. “I would say my opinion 
of sexuality transcends borders. I 
don’t really limit myself in any 
direction. I haven’t made up my 
mind about anything yet.” 

On personal matters Mr. 
Manson may be equivocal, but 
when it comes to music, there’s no 
doubt even in his own mind that 
Marilyn Manson is following a 
gender-bending tradition. “As a 
kid, I was very impressed by 
David Bowie, Iggy Pop, Alice 
Cooper and Kiss,” he says. ‘These 


people put their necks on the line 
to expand boundaries. Now, 
nobody’s out there fighting for 
what they stood for.” 

Nobody but Marilyn Manson, 
who frequently nod to important 
predecessors, as evidenced on the 
band’s new EP Smells Like 
Children, which contains a cover 
of Patti Smith’s “Rock ’n’ Roll 
Nigger.” “It’s a song that needed 
to be brought back,” claims Mr. 
Manson. “It’s not about being 
racist. If anything, the song is 
about being fucked with for being 
different, and that’s what I experi¬ 
ence everyday.” 

Another cover on the new 
record is of the Eurythmics’ 
“Sweet Dreams (Are Made Of 
This),” which seems like an odd 
choice for this band, until you 


ponder the dysfunctional content 
of the lyrics. “I always thought 
there was more going on in that 
song,” explains Mr. Manson. “Use 
and abuse are very interesting to 
me.” 

Marilyn Manson’s Monday 
night show at the Trocadero 
should prove interesting, if noth¬ 
ing else. “Anything can happen,” 
warns Mr. Manson. “I think that’s 
the thing you should keep in 
mind. There hasn’t been any real 
nudity or sexually-oriented stuff 
yet on this tour, but I’ve got a 
feeling that’s going to end real 
soon.” ▼

“You could argue that the gay 
sensibility was always there, 
whether it was a George Cukor 
film or an in-joke in a Rock 
Hudson movie,” says Jess Cagle, 
senior writer at Entertainment 
Weekly. “It’s just that now, audi¬ 
ences are much more savvy, and 
they’ve grown accustomed to 
things like camp.” 

As the cover story’s timeline 
of gay milestones in the industry 
makes clear, the rise of gay visi¬ 
bility and mainstream apprecia¬ 
tion has been a slow accumula¬ 
tion of small breakthroughs 
rather than an overnight turn¬ 
around. From Vogue to Priscilla, 
the industry has finally learned 
that gay sells. But who’s to say 
that if To Wong Foo flops, if k.d. 
lang’s new album bombs, if gay 
stops selling, that the industry 
won’t drop gay themes in a New 
York second? 

A step forward 

Even if gay visibility contin¬ 
ues to rise, simply increasing the 
quantity of gay images in the 
media doesn’t necessarily 
increase the quality of those 
images. People of color, women 
and older gays are still not terri¬ 
bly visible in entertainment. And 
if the industry has moved from A1 
Pacino’s homo-hating Cruising in 
1980 to the Oscar-winning good- 
gay Philadelphia, the newly 
respectable gay characters still 
tend to be two-dimensional cari¬ 
catures. 

“Certainly it’s a step forward 
from being completely invisible, 
or symbols of immorality or evil. 
But philosophically there’s still a 
huge problem,” says Donald 
Suggs, associate director of the 
Gay and Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation (GLAAD). 
“Most of the time you see lesbian 
and gay characters, those charac¬ 
ters are there to give straight 
characters the opportunity to lam¬ 
poon their own homophobia. 
Basically, you’re there as a plot 
device to let straight people talk 
about how they feel about gay 
people, and in the process, we 
learn very little about gay peo¬ 
ple.” 

One thing missing from media 
depictions of homosexuals is 
homosexuality. The love that 
once dared not speak its name 
can now do nothing else; physical 
displays of affection and sexuali¬ 
ty are still deemed taboo. 

“All the gay people you see in 
the media have no sexuality,” 
says Suggs. “It’s an irony that in 
general we’re perceived solely in 
terms of our sexuality, but we’re 
portrayed as ultimately sexless.” 

Desexualizing gay characters 
makes the representations safer 
for producers and advertisers 
alike. Entertainment moguls 
reluctant to take risks have been 
encouraged to increase gay repre¬ 
sentations because the backlash 
they had long feared has not 
materialized. Bringing sex into 
the picture, Cagle says, might 
disrupt the whole situation. 

“When gays are sexualized, I 
think you could see a backlash,” 
says Cagle. “Then again, it is 
changing. Advertisers pulled out 
of thirtysomething when the two 
men were in bed together, but 
nobody pulled out when Mariel 
Hemingway and Roseanne 
kissed. When gay characters 
reach the point where they’re 
less these sort of plastic things 
and they’re portrayed more real¬ 
istically, either we’ll be ready for 
it, or there will be some back¬ 
lash.” 

Whether that backlash takes 
the form of advertisers pulling 
ads or audiences tuning out, it 
ultimately takes a financial toll, 
and everyone agrees that the bot¬ 
tom line plays a crucial role in the 
future of gay representation. 
Producers and advertisers avoid¬

ed gay issues until they saw dol¬ 
lar signs, and once those dollar 
signs disappear, we’ll see how 
much the spotlight on gay men 
and lesbians reflects a more 
broad-minded cultural view and 
how much it reflects fickle mar¬ 
ket forces. 


“I’m sure some of this is a 
passing fad,” admits Cagle. “But 
I think that when this fad is over, 
it’s not like gay characters are 
going to disappear. We may not 
be talking about them as much, 
but they’re going to be portrayed 
better and there will be fewer 
stereotypes. The world will have 
changed, and it will be a more 
tolerant and enlightened place for 
this particular minority.” T 


Key factor 

Suggs emphasizes the 
increased social visibility of the 
gay community as another key 
factor in the current media fasci¬ 
nation - one that brings less 
direct results but could bring 
about more lasting change. 

“I think the reason we’re see¬ 
ing more gay characters as a 
whole is that people see more gay 
men and lesbians in their lives, 
and they want the entertainment 
they get to reflect the world they 
actually live in,” Suggs says. 
“Lesbians and gay men are part 
of the fabric of American life, at 
all levels and in every way.” 

Gay progress in entertainment 
is likely a combination of cultur¬ 
al and economic factors, and per¬ 
haps this will help ensure that 
gay images will persist even in 
culturally conservative or finan¬ 
cially disappointing times. For 
now, the Gay ’90s are in full 
swing. Queer megastars like Boy 
George, Melissa Etheridge and 
k.d. lang have new albums due 
out this fall. Movies from the 
dragfest To Wong Foo to the 
long-awaited The Normal Heart 
should bring in box office 
receipts in the next few months. 
And the fall television lineup 
brings a half-dozen gay charac¬ 
ters to prime time.

Florida Drummer Ray Castro of 
Neptune Beach (4740 points), a 
striking, handsome hunk; the sec¬ 
ond runner-up was Mr. Mid- 
Atlantic Drummer 1995 Ed Ryder 
(4250 points) of Washington, 
D.C., a silver-maned leatherman 
with a great sense of humor.

The theme of the contest this

choreography (by Charlie Seitz) 
created a tantalizing warrior inter¬ 
lude.

standing ovations. The lights, the 
sound, the special effects - all 
were simply overwhelming! 

Judges Mark Frazier, Sarah 
Humble, Vern Stewart, Don 
Bastian (of Calgary, Alberta t not 
Ontario!), Will Pettite, Patrick 
Batt, Joseph Bean and Keith Hunt, 
all veterans of the genre, were 
impressed with the quality of this 
year’s contestants. The Golden 
Whip Award (Mr. Congeniality) 
was also won by David Walker - 
the first time an International Mr. 
Drummer won both distinguished 
prizes. 

Thanks to a computerized 
scoring system devised by 
Charles Carley and Tim Wong, 
the complete results of the con¬ 
tests were available four minutes 
after the scores were entered. 
Which means that when the con¬ 
testants and their sponsors left 
San Francisco, they were able to 
take the complete scoring results 
- with breakdowns by rank, per¬ 
centage, contestant, category - 
and graphs with them. 

It was a glorious night for 
Drummer, which produced one of 
the shortest major contests in his¬ 
tory! And, yes, there will be a 
1996 International Mr. Drummer 
contest next year. Whether Audrey 
Joseph will produce it is uncer¬ 
tain. Quite frankly, I can’t imagine 
anyone else producing the contest. 
I only hope Audrey will give it 
another shot. 

On Wednesday, some $3,500 
was raised at the Drummer basket 
auction (for Mr. Drummer’s travel 
fund) at the Eagle. And for the 
first time, a portion of that amount 
will be given to the Drummer Boy 
to allay travel expenses. Keith 
Hunt emceed the event while 
Frank Nowicki and Lenny 
Broberg pushed the total higher 
and higher. There were some real¬ 
ly great items in the baskets - rare 
wines, leathers, certificates for 
lobster dinners, flight coupons and 
T-shirts galore! 

The Fetish & Fantasy party at 
1015 Folsom on Thursday night 
brought out a big crowd. Don 
Thompson racked up 1000 points 
on the popularity scale with his 
acerbic comments about certain 
personalities. He insists his quips 
were “all in good fun,” but you 
know how one innocent statement 
can suddenly become a scathing 
indictment when interpreted by 
others? 

The Leather Cruise Cruise 
aboard the Santa Rosa at Pier 3 on 
Friday was simply fabulous. Great 
weather, a romantic mood, and the 
“roast” of outgoing Mr. Drummer 
Keith Hunt made this a memo¬ 
rable evening. Good-natured and 
funny, the “tell-all” interludes 
orchestrated by Joe Ricci, Jeff 
Tucker, and others might have 
been “germane” only to those 
closest to Keith, but they were, 
nevertheless, quite clever. 

I’ve seen better weather at the 
Folsom Street Fair in the past 11 
years. The sun peeked through the 
clouds off and on, cool winds 
swept the leather canyon of 
Folsom Street, but absolutely 
everyone was in a party mode. 


The leather shops enjoyed great 
business all weekend and big 
bucks were being racked up 
everywhere you looked. Bare 
butts, boobs, bulging baskets, 
throbbing thighs, cracking whips 
and decibel-busting sounds from 
the musical acts all shared the 
spotlight. 

Mike McNamee’s annual biker 
bin, cigar-smoking, bike-roaring, 
hell-bent leather party on 10th St. 
(off Folsom) was another smash 
hit for all who attended. It was a 
satisfying respite from the “I’m a 
Leatherman Today” syndrome so 
prevalent these days along the 
Rue de cuir. 

Coverage of Leather Pride 
Week, Mr. Drummer, and Folsom 
Street Fair, one of leather’s finest 
hours, precludes my usual 
Eventures in Leather column.

H ow do we see ourselves? 
When so much of per¬ 
sonal identity can be 
based on sexuality, what 
sort of record are our artists mak¬ 
ing of these perceptions? How is 
queer sexuality and identity 
being shown in photography? 
Mark Chester has lovingly curat¬ 
ed SEXART 4, his ninth annual 
fall exhibition, to explore these 
and other questions. The show is 
up through Oct. 15 at his Folsom 
St. studio. 

Billed as a meditation on sex¬ 
ual photography, SEXART 4, 
which features more than 200 
images by 30 photographers, 
runs the gamut, from the win- 
ningly silly work of Ken Miller 
(whose male/female couple plays 
with stereotypes of S/M) to the 
delicate and haunting work of 
Inna Valin’s Catholic fantasy 
scenarios. 

Some of the works in 
Chester’s show are brazenly out¬ 
rageous in their erotic content, 
like Howard Roffman’s male 
nudes and couples, and Jan 
Saudek’s carefully hand-colored 
photos of buttholes. Photo¬ 
graphers whose work Chester has 
highlighted before (Michael 
Rosen and Tee Corrine), have 
work on display in SEXART 4 
that is more intimate than in pre¬ 
vious shows. It’s almost as if by 
pushing the envelope of what 
might be considered shocking, as 
some of Chester’s earlier shows 
have done, has allowed the artists 
to step back and be more reflec¬ 
tive. Hence, there are fewer 
explicit penetration photos than in 
earlier exhibits and more that 
show bodies in motion, expres¬ 
sive faces and eyes. Ironically, 
viewing these intimate, personal 
and meditative photos is some¬ 
times more difficult than looking 
at those primarily about sex acts. 

The most intriguing pho¬ 
tographs in the exhibit challenge 
the concept of the body and 
question the idea of sexuality 
itself. Loren Cameron’s photos 
of transsexuals’ bodies in tandem 
with the accompanying explana¬ 
tions of their hormonal therapies 
and surgeries clearly demon¬ 
strate the connection between 
internal feelings and external 
presentation. Cameron’s photos 
are obviously respectful of their 
subjects. This is a nice balance 
with Vivienne Mauricevic’s pho¬ 
tographs of transvestites and 
transsexuals, which are almost 
creepy. 

A similar counterpoint is 
encountered throughout SEX¬ 
ART 4. Craig Morey’s photos of 
classically pretty women in 
almost cheesecake poses contrast 
with Laura Johnston’s documen¬ 
tary photos of fierce leatherdykes 
doing a piercing and fisting 
scene. Both artists have a strong 
vision of sexuality they want to 
portray, and both succeed. The 
opportunity to see both visions in 
the same venue stretches our 
ideas of what sexually-explicit 
photography is. 

Some of the most fascinating 
work in the show isn’t even 
specifically about sex. Morrie 
Camhi’s photographs from The

Prison Experience are stunning, 
raw and powerful, and in this 
display we get to see the process 
behind Chester’s choices. Prison 
is the stuff of many sexual fan¬ 
tasies and a very harsh sexual 
reality. The pent-up and possibly 
not conscious longing in one 
photo of two buddies smoking is 
palatable. The photographs are 
sensual and provocative, and 
including them in the show was a 
wonderful move. 


SEXART 4 also includes a 
number of artists who play with 
the medium of photography 
itself. Barbara DeGenevieve’s 
prose-poem and photographs 
examine the power of desire in a 
way that is personal and direct. 
The use of computer manipula¬ 
tion on sexually explicit pho¬ 
tographs by Geoff Manasse 
evokes questions about what we 
want to see when we look at pho¬ 
tographs, while Kerry O’Quinn’s 
3-D slides of naked men are 
quite witty. (“Gee, none of the 
men I date are built like that,” I 
overheard one viewer say. “3-D 


makes everything look bigger, 
don’t worry,” his companion 
said.) 

Chester consistently provides 
a forum for artists of all genders, 
sexual orientations and styles to 
show us their most intimate 
truths, and SEXART 4 holds to 
this tradition. ▼
